THE TARIFF BILL PROGRESSING. 


On Thursday of last week the tariff 
bill which has been in course of prep- 
aration for the past four months was 
reported to the Senate Committee on 
Finance. The bill, however, will not 
be given to the public until it is pre- 
sented to the Senate together with the 
majority and minority reports that 
are to accompany it. The policy of 
withholding the bill from the public is 
said to be in deference to the wishes of 
the minority who desire to have their 
report go before the public at the same 
time as the bill. Senator Beck will re- 
view the work of the sub-committee 
and on his review will be based the 
minority report, which will probably 
be completed this week. The majority 
report is completed and deals mainly 
with the reasons why the Senate meas- 
ure is reported as a substitute for the 
Mills bill. It is expected that the 
bill will be presented to the Senate this 
week, but this will depend upon the 
completion of the minority report. As 
all the printed copies of the bill are 
kept locked up in the desk of the clerk 
of the Finance Committee, the mem- 
bers of which being allowed to see 
them only during the sessions of that 
body, it is difficult to get more than 
fragmentary information about the 
changes made or the general features of 
the bill. 

From members of the Finance Com- 
mittee it has been learned that the 
measure is a long one, being a complete 
internal revenue .and tariff bill com- 
bined, not amending the present law, 
as does the Mills bill, but re-enacting 
those features of the existing law which 
the bill does not change. The admin- 
istrative features of the bill are essen- 
tially those of the Undervaluations bill 
which passed the Senate early in the 
present session. The main features of 
revenue reduction are a fifty per cent. 
eut in sugar duties and a repeal of the 
tobacco tax. This last, however, is said 
to be not definitely decided, and the 
Committee’s report, it is understood, 
willask the Senate to decide whether 
all the internal taxes shall be taken off 
tobacco, or all except those on cigars, 
cigarettes and cheroots. The estimat- 
ed total reduction of tariff revenue is 
about $65,000,000. Alcohol used in the 
arts is released from internal taxation. 
Other features of the bill are said to be 
as follows: Duty on rice reduced one- 
half; jute,sisal grass and manilla made 
free; the metal schedule not greatly 
changed; clothing and combing wools 
made dutiable at uniformly eleven 
cents a pound; chemicals quite largely 
reduced, and many of them placed on 
the free list; andthe duty in the glass 
schedules slightly increased. It is ex- 
pected that the discussion on the bill 
will be continued until a recess will be- 
come necessary by the near approach 
of the presidential election, there be- 
ing few who believe it possible to 
reach a vote on the bill before that 
time. What the ultimate result will 
be it would be idle tospeculate, but it 
is hardly probable that a tariff bill will 
be passed during this session of Con- 
gress. 
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THE WHITE LEAD COMBINATION. 


Although some of the lead corroders 
are disposed to cast discredit upon the 
statement that a strong combination 
of the white lead interests has been 
formed, there is now no doubt that 
such an organization is in existence. 
The arrangement, however, under 
which the combination was effected is 
not, we understand, entirely satisfac- 
tory to all interested, but it appeared 
to be the only available means of 
checking the evils which beset the 
trade, and as such it was embraced. 
The arrangement is somewhat in. the 
nature of a pool, being based upon 
the agreement which has been in 
vogue between some of the Western 
corroders for the past five years, 
though it lacks some of the essential 





features of the pooling system. Each 
corroder is accorded a certain share of 
the trade, the apportionment being 
made according to the quantity ac- 
tually sold by him last year. If he 
sells more than his allotted quantity, 
he is compelled to buy just that much 
from the corroder whose business was 
curtailed thereby. If any corroder 
cuts the established prices, either 
directly or by any sort of an evasion 
or subterfuge, he, also, will be com- 
pelled to equalize the consequent loss 
of trade to competing corroders, by 
buying from them a quantity similar 
to that which he sold at the cut rates. 
This is the only form of penalty at- 
tached to the agreement, and as it has 
worked well in the Western association 
it is believed that applied to the na- 
tional organization it will be attended 
with equally satisfactory results. 

As stated in our last, prices have 
been definitely fixed. In deference of 
the wish of a majority of the jobbers, 
as expressed at the recent meeting of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation, this price applies to all de- 
livery points east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains on car-load lots. It is also 
understood that freights will be equal- 
ized. In fixing rebates and discounts 
the corroders appear to have beem 
actuated by a desire to protect the 
smaller jobbers. In taking this step, 
however, they have caused much dis- 
satisfaction among the heavy buyers. 
The latter believe that they are en- 
titled to larger discounts and rebates 
than those’allowed to ten-ton buyers, 
and strenuously object to being placed 
on a level with the latter. If their 
claims are not recognized, they are 
likely to cause trouble for the cor- 
roders, but it is scarcely a remote 
possibility that they will establish a 
factory of their own, as has been in- 
timated. 

The jobbers are largely to blame 
that they are not given more consider- 
ation. Anestablished price is as much 
to their advantage as to the corroders, 
but they encourage the cutting of 
rates, and, the corroders say, are 
always ready to forfeit half of their 
rebate, no matter how large it may be, 
by shading prices for their customers. 
The corroders at many points find each 
year that they can get along better 
without the assistance of the jobbers, 
and the fact that there is no restric- 
tions placed upon the manner of sell- 
ing lead, under the new agreement, 
indicates that the corroders intend to 
continue the policy of selling direct to 
the small distributors, ignoring the 
middle man wherever they can. It 
would, therefore, clearly appear to be 
the interest of the jo’»bers to assist the 
corroders in maintaining prices.

WHY CAMPHOR IS ADVANCING. 


For more than a year past reports 
have been circulated to the effect that 
the Japanese government has enacted 
a law to prevent the wholesale destruc- 
tion of its camphor-tree forests, these 
reports being generally used to ex- 
plain an advance in the price of refined 
camphor here. There is very good 
reason to believe that, while the im- 
portance of these reports may have 
been overestimated in the past, 
the legislation in Japan on the subject 
of gathering the crude gum will 
likely cause higher prices for refined 
camphor in the future. 

It will be remembered that during 
the period of great commercial depres- 
sion in Japan three years ago, the gov- 
ernment of that country made extens- 
ive grants to poor people to gather 
crude camphor, rather than support 
them as paupers. These grants em- 
braced the right to fell the trees and 
cut them up for the purpose, and so 
persistently and thoroughly did the 
gatherers follow up their privilege 
that they have during the years inter- 
vening since the grants were made, de- 
stroyed most of the old trees and seri- 





ously crippled the producing capacity 
of the forests. 

A gentleman who is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the political and domestic 
concerns of Japan, and who has re- 
cently returned from a prolonged so- 
journ in that country, is authority for 
the statement that the Japanese gov- 
ernment has recently enacted stringent 
laws against the further destruction of 
camphor trees. The old trees, some of 
them over one hundred years old, have 
suffered most, since they produce the 
driest and best gum in most abund- 
ance. The effect of the government 
edict is shown in the decreased ship- 
mentsof crude camphor from the pri- 
mary markets so far this year, and it 
is believed that for the balance of 1888 
the shrinkage in the shipments will be 
far heavier. 

Most of the crude camphor now be- 
ing collected is obtained from the 
young trees, which yield a smaller 
quantity and a poorer gum than the 
old. The gum from the former is said 
to contain an excess of moisture, and 
entails a heavier loss in refining than 
the old tree gum. The statistical posi- 
tion of crude camphor, leaving out the 
question of the Japanese policy con- 
cerning the gathering, is said to bea 
very strong one, and in itself might be 
considered sufficient reason for ad- 
vanced prices for refined. Here the 
stock appears to be limited to actual 
current requirements, owing to the de- 
tention of a vessel with an invoice of 
525,000 pounds. In London the stock 
of erude is reduced to 2,200 tubs, 
against 3,900 tubs at the same time last 
year, or less than the quantity afloat 
for thiscountry. Refiners have as yet 
made but a slight advance in their 
quotations, owing in part to bearish 
influences which are being exerted in 
some quarters, but it is stated that 
prices must go much higher to cover 
the cost of production, particularly 
if the demand, which is remarkably 
active for this season, does not subside 
soon.

DRUG ROOTS ON THE RISE. 


Considerable change has been made 
lately in the market for indigecous 
roots, caused by stormy weather at the 
time of gathering, speculation, and in- 
sufficient supplies to meet the demand. 
Among the articles attracting atten- 
tion at the moment is senega root, 
which has advanced from thirty cents 
at the opening of the season, to sixty 
cents per pound. Until this year the 
prospects for large supplies were very 
favorable, as Manitoba was commenc- 
ing to furnish good crops in addition to 
the liberal receipts from Minnesota, 
but up to the present time not a pound 
has been received from Manitoba since 
last spring, which is attributed to the 


low prices ruling at the time of 
gathering and to _ prairie fires 
in some districts. Minnesota collec- 


tors were advised by circular from a 
leading house in the West last spring 
not to'gather the root owing to the de- 
pressed condition of the market, and 
this had the effect of greatly curtailing 
the output. Added to this was the 
misfortune of a large shipper in Minne- 
sota who was unable to meet his obli- 
gations, and the combination of cir- 
cumstances resulted in limiting the 
present available stock to the compara- 
tively small amount of 30,000 pounds 
which is closely concentrated and re- 
leased sparingly at the figure named 
above. Since June the shipments 
abroad have aggregated about 30,000 
pounds compared with 120,000 pounds 
same time last year, which indicates 
that the wants of foreign buyers are 
still important. Senega root from the 
South is not held in such favor here as 
in Hamburg, to which port it is princi- 
pally exported. It is said that the 
German pharmacopwia only recognizes 
the southern root, hence the demand 
from that country for that special 
grade. The quantity arriving from the 
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South however is comparatively small. 
The total consumption of senega root 
in the United States is placed at 30,000 
pounds, and in Europe at 100,000 
pounds annually. 

Golden seal root is another article 
which has taken a very decided bound 
upward and is rapidly approaching 
the figures realized last Spring. At 
that time sixty-five cents per pound 
was quoted, owing to a largely in- 
creased demand from Europe §as- 
sisting to exhaust the stock over the 
entire United States, which never oc- 
eurred before in the history of the 
drug. Last May certain interested 
parties dropped the price to seventeen 
eents for the purpose, it is supposed, 
of discouraging collectors of the root, 
and the scheme worked well, as only 
half of the average crop was gathered, 
the bulk of which is in the hands of 
two manufacturers who are holding it 
for consumption. European buyers 
postponed their wants during the 
reign of high prices in anticipation of 
a full crop and an easier market, but 
they will be compelled to pay present 
or higher values before next season, as 
the foreign markets are bare and the 
available stock here is placed at 
8,000 pounds, against 60,000 pounds this 
time last year. The Southwest fur- 
nished very little of the supplies, owing 
to that region being submerged at the 
time of harvesting. Sales have been 
made at forty-seven cents, and the 
indications favor a higher market than 
ruled last spring. 

Serpentaria root is experiencing a re- 
action to higher figures, after a pro- 
longed season of low values, but the 
change is due to the conduct of two 
speculators in the Red River territory, 
who secured control of nearly the en- 
tire crop, and bought in this market to 
start the ‘‘boom.” The receipts, in 
consequence, at this port, have been 
the smallest in five years, although the 
crop is reported to be on the average. 
The speculative undertaking is similar 
to a venture started three years ago by 
the same parties, but in that case they 
came to grief. The success or failure of 
the last attempt to give the market an 
artificial bearing,is being watched with 
interest. About 50,000 pounds are an- 
nually consumed in the United States, 
and 15,000 pounds abroad. 

It may not be out of place to men- 
tion, in this connection, that a pro- 
nounced upward tendency has lately 
characterized the market for cascara 
sagrada, a bark which is growing in 
favor on account of its remedial quali- 
ties. Three years ago it was compara- 
tively unknown, but the demand has 
constantly increased every season until 
supplies have been found insufficient 
to meet current wants. It is also ap- 
preciated abroad to the extent of 
50,000 pounds annually. The root 
comes from Oregon, and is shipped to 
San Francisco as the distributing point. 
About two years ago 60,000 pounds ac- 
cumulated in that market and prices 
declined to four and a half cents. This 
effectually stopped gathering last year, 
and the stock being gradually released, 
the market advanced to seven cents 

and from that figure to the present 
quotation of twenty cents, which is 
partly due to the fact that heavy rains 
prevented more than one quarter of the 
last crop being harvested. The stock 
on spot is nearly exhausted, and a good 
portion of the goods on the way from 
the Pacific coast has been sold for ex- 
port, but large consumers are said to 


be fairly supplied. The market is ra- 
ther sensitive at the moment and high- 
er prices are looked for.

It is claimed that at the rate of in-

about a remedy. Information comes 
from reliable sources that the combi- 
nation will allow certain of its mills to 
remain closed during the season and 
thus assist the general market to as- 
sume a healthier tone, in addition to 
preventing frequent fluctuations in 
values. This policy will benefit out- 
side manufacturers, and they are more 
hopeful of a profitable season in conse- 
quence. Although not admitting that 
a mutual understanding exists be- 
tween the two factions, there is a well- 
grounded belief that an agreement to 
inaintain prices allowing a fair man- 
ufacturer’s profit,has been entered into 
by common consent, but future events 
will show whether this conclusion is a 
correct one. Co-operation between 
leading crushers has been a noticeable 
feature of the market lately, and the 
apparent harmony may continue to 
exist, but it is questionable whether 
the present surface indications are 
caused by compulsory action induced 
by limited stocks of oil, or by a desire 
to remove the obstacles confronting 
the trade. 

Buyers are loth to believe that the 
linseed oil industry can be controlled 
by concerted action. The interests are 
so equally divided that unreasonable 
prices can be prevented it is true, but 
the line of action would hardly be so 
pronounced against buyers. The main 
purpose is to discourage the tendency 
of unloading stocks during months of 
limited consumption, and by curtail- 
ing the output, the object can be ac- 
complished without resorting to other 
measures. If one faction offers to do 
its share in closing mills, the other is 
expected to assist in maintaining 
prices. The crop of seed will meet all 
requirements, and this fact furnishes a 
good reason forconducting business on 
a different basis than last year, al- 
though the yield of seed was three to 
four million bushels less. There is no 
surplus oil to demoralize the market, 
the demand is excellent, present prices 
are on a firm footing, and unrestricted 
competition is even now one of the ab- 
sent features.

“BOSTON OPIUM” AND OPIUM 
TESTS. 


“‘Adulterated opium” similar in 
quantity to that which has lately 
commanded so much attention here 
has been known in Smyrna 
and to the European trade for 
many years under the name of ‘‘Yho- 
gourma,” and in London as ‘‘pudding” 
opium, and is by some supposed to 
have originated in a compound of 
what was once known here as ‘“‘chiquin- 
tee” opium and some high grade of the 
drug. ‘‘Chiquintee” came in small 
unsightly pieces and being of low test 
never met with general favor. The 
“pudding” or ‘Boston opium” 
is, however, a particularly sightly 
compound externally covered with 
clean fresh green leaves and for 
that reason it has always found a ready 
sale, especially among retailers. The 
ordinary process of preparing it for the 
market is to work over some of the 
poor low grade stock with a high grade 
opium so as to obtain the requisite 
strength of nine per cent. of morphia. 
It is worked into a smooth, inviting 
looking mass by the addition of some 
sort of oil, or the meat of figs or dates. 
Its appearance is so nice that many 
buyers take it in preference to the 
higher test natural gum, and 


rs 


instances are on record where tenders 
of the latter on orders have been re- 
fused and the ‘‘Boston” opium demand- 
ed simply because of its much finer ap 
pearance. 

The popularity of ‘“‘Boston” opium 
has had a tendency to make the man- 
ipulators bolder in mixing up inferior 
messes—(it should be stated that the 


sophistication is done in the primary * 


markets)—and the result is that quite a 
considerable quantity of the stuff be- 
low the legal morphia strength has 
been finding its way to this market of 
late, and has caused a good deal of 
trouble between buyer and_ seller. 
Much of this stock was rejected at the 
Custom House and sent back, but some 


of it was admitted and thrown on the 


market, unsettling the confidence of 
buyers and upsetting values. Subse- 
quent tests by the U. 8S. P. method 


after the stuff was admitted by the 


Customs authorities, showed, it is said, 
that it contained less than eight per 
cent., though it is evident that the 
government appraisers found it all 
right their test or they presumably 
would not have admitted it. 

This goes to show that the tests in 
use for determining the morphia 
strength of opium are faulty if not ab- 
solutely unreliable. For instance, we 
were recently shown the results of tests, 
by three different chemists and three 
different methods, on portions from one 
prepared sample of opium, and in each 
instance the percentage of morphia 
found was different. One chemist found 
nine per cent. and a fraction by his 
test,the second chemist’s test resulted in 
something over ten per cent. and the 
third chemist obtained a frac- 
tion over’ thirteen per cent. 
Several similar cases were brought to 
our attention, and though the differ- 
ence was not so great it was sufficiently 
marked to cause serious doubt of the 
accuracy of any of the tests. Sucha 
thing as an absolutely accurate test to 
determine the morphine test of a given 
sample of opium appears to be impos- 
sible. After any of the known meth- 
ods reaches a certain stage and a cer- 
tain percentage of morphia has been 
accurately determined the quantity of 
morphine remaining must be ‘‘esti- 
mated” or guessed at. Under these 
circumstances it fs not remarkable that 
low test opium should sometimes be 
admitted by the Customs authorities, 
or that buyers should sometimes get a 
richer opium than they bargained for, 
Manufacturers naturally prefer to buy 
according to the test that shows the 
lowest percentage of morphia, and as 
the U. 8. P. method appears to meet 
this requirement it is most favored. 
From a therapeutical point of view, 
however, more accuracy would appear 
to be a prime necessity.

SELLING TURPENTINE BY WEIGHT. 


It is only a question of time when 
spirits of turpentine will be sold in all 
the markets of the United States, as it 
is now sold in all European markets— 
by weight. This is the only true 
method of measuring the fluid, as by 
the method principally used in the 
South and in the northern seaboard 
States, there is a loss of fully a gallon 
to a gallon and a half per barrel in the 
extremes of temperature; that is,a bar- 
rel showing forty-five gallons by the 
gauge rod in extreme warm weather, 
will measure only forty-four or forty- 
three and a half gallons in extreme 
cold weather, so that a dealer who buys 
stock in summer and carries it until cold 
weather suffers a considerable loss in 
the value if sold by gauge. In fact a 
change of temperature between two 
days affects the gauge of a barrel of 
turpentine. Thus either the buyer or 
seller has the advantage according to 
the temperature at the time of sale. 

Throughout the west the custom of 
selling turpentine by weight has be- 
come general in the last few years and 
gives general satisfaction. The 
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standard has been fixed at seven 
pounds to the gallon, that being the 
weight of a gallon of spirits of turpen- 
tine at the normal temperature of 
sixty degrees Fahrenheit. Onthe At- 
lantic coast the custom has not yet 
become fixed. Where turpentine is 
sold by weight, the seller generally 
buys by guage. The reason for this is 
that most of the spirits of turpentine 
bought and sold in the eastern markets, 
comes from the South by coasting ves- 
sel, and as a result there are more re- 
ceivers and consequently more general 
competition. As it is the time-honored 
and invariable custom of Southern 
merchants and factors to sell by 
gauge, that method naturally governs 
the seaboard markets. The retention 
of this method is due principally to 
the indifference of most of the trade— 
home buyers and exporters—to a 
change. There have been noleaders 
to inaugurate the reform here or urge 
it upon the southern merchants. 

Such a reform, to be successfully in- 
augurated and carried out, must begin 
in the Southern markets, the primary 
sources of supply of spirits of turpen- 
tine in merchantable condition. No 
real objection to the change from 
gauge to weight exists among the fac- 
tors and merchants of the South, so 
far as can be learned. They 
have not been urged in the right 
manner, if at all, to change the meth- 
od of measuring, and show no inclina- 
tion to make the change of their own 
accord. They may be reached through 
their exchanges in the Southern cities, 
and if Northern buyers really desire 
the change from gauge to weight, they 
will probably find compliance with 
their request if they direct their peti- 
tions to these exchanges. 

The fact that there has been a gen- 
eral improvement in the quality and 
style of turpentine barrels within the 
last few years—the barrels now being 
quite uniform in size and weight— 
makes it a comparatively easy matter 
to make the change. It is suggested 
that the true weight of each barrel 
should be stamped on it when put 
upon the market by the manufacturer. 
Then by deducting this weight from 
the net weight of the barrel when 
filled, and allowing a proper test for 
absorption—say one to two pounds— 
the most perfect system of measuring 
turpentine would be had.

THE REPORTS ON ABULTERATION, 


In answer to several inquiries, we 
may state that the report of the stand- 
ing committee on adulterations of the 
N. W. D. A., as published in the RE- 
PORTER, was not from the original 
copy which caused considerable discus- 
sion in the convention, but from the 
revised document after it had been re- 
committed to remove the objectiona- 
ble features. Chairman Clapp finally 
secured the signatures vf seven mem- 
bers to the corrected report and gave 
the only copy he had to the REPoRT- 
ER. The association did not have time 
to act upon the revision, but as the sug- 
gestions made at one of the meetings, 
were incorporated in it, the conclus- 
ions reached are supposed to voice the 
sentiments of that body. The minority 
report signed by Mr. Rosengarten, was 
ordered to be printed in the regular 
proceedings. 

The question of adulteration received 
more attention at the Saratoga gather- 
ing than at any previous convention 
probably. Not because other commit- 
tees were less vigilant, but owing to 
the fact that the subject has a wider 
scope and members of the trade have 
been watching the course of events as 
outlined in the press. Sensational 
publications concerning sophisticated 
drugs have been more frequent and 
charges made which were not based on 
facts. The discussion at Saratoga orig- 
inated when the report on the drug 
market came up for acceptance. Ob- 
jections were made to the plain lan- 


guage used in speaking of peppermint 
oiland “Boston” opium, and it was 
found necessary to alter the expressed 


opinion. The character of the 
debate, however, changed when 
the report on adulterations 
was considered. Mr. Merrell en- 


tered a forcible protest against its ac- 
ceptance because the treatment of the 
question was too mild to satisfy a ma- 
jority of the committee, and by his re- 
quest the whole question was reconsid 
ered with the result stated above. 

It would seem difficult to arrive at a 
satisfactory review of the subject when 
no practical measures are provided for 
detecting the practice of adulteration. 
It has been recommended that mem- 
bers of the association forward samples 
of suspected articles or those in dispute 
to the committee and thus have genu- 
ine co-operation in ferreting out the 
facts. Butit is pointed out that to un- 
dertake the exposure of intenational 
frauds is a work of serious magnitude 
and the committee did not feel that it 
could undertake the task. Should the 
association consider it necessary to 
begin a crusade against adulterations, 
provision for the employment of res- 
sponsible chemists and the outlay of 
considerable amounts of money would 
be required to obtain analyses and 
trace out the extent and purpose of 
such adulterations. This course might 
be adopted in cases of dispute among 
members or where palpable frauds are 
attempted, but to attempt a general 
supervision of the matter for the bene- 
fit of the trade, would entail great ex- 
pense and labor, and there would be 
no desire to serve on such a committee. 
There is encouragement in the fact, 
however, that the numerous pharma- 
ceutical associations, colleges of phar- 
macy, and institutions of science, with 
laboratories and appliances are only 
too ready to expose the guilty man- 
ipulators. 

The safest rule to avoid sophisticat- 
ed goods is to buy from reliable par- 
ties. Druggists are, as a rule, capable 
and independent enough to expose any 
attempt at fraud, and by rejecting 
questionable articles prevent any repe- 
tition of the disreputable practice. The 
standard of quality is reported to be 
steadily improving in the chemical 
line, but there is some work to be done 
in the examination of powdered roots, 
barks and flowers, which offer a good 
opportunity for mixing on account of 
the difficulty in detecting foreign sub- 
stances, except by analysis. Some 
complaint has been made to the Rk- 
PORTER about the character of pow- 
dered drugs and it would be well for 
the new committee to devote some at- 


tention to this department.

THE NATIONAL PAINT, OIL AND 
VARNISH ASSOCIATION, 


Prompt and active steps are being 
taken by the officers of the National 
Paint, Oiland Varnish Association to 
complete the work of organization be- 
gun at the Saratoga conference three 
weeks ago. In order that this work 
should be facilitated and the associa 
tion be put into working order at the 
earliest possible day, the co-operation 
of the various local clubs, and the 
members of the trade in localities 
where no such clubs exist, is necessary. 
The practical benefits to be derived 
through such an association as that 
contemplated cannot be over-esti- 
mated, and the necessity of promptly 
lending their active support to the 
undertaking will, we believe, be at 
once recognized and acted upon by 
the members of the trade generally. 

President Richardson, in a recent 
communication to the secretary of the 
embryonic association, heartily in- 
dorses the report of the committee on 
organization, as given in the issue of 
the REPORTER for September 19th, 
and finds nothing in it that he would 
change or which is susceptible to im- 
provement, 








His suggestion that the 


clubs or members of the trade prompt- 
ly reply to the circular to be issued by 
the secretary, giving the name of club, 
number of delegates, etc., is to the 
point, and the trade will be forward- 
ing their own interests by promptly 
acting upon it. Until these replies are 
received no definite progress can be 
made toward completing the organiza- 
tion, and important matters, the set- 
tlement of which depends upon the 
unanimous action of the trade, must 


remain in abeyance.

BUSINESS METHODS 
N. W. D. A. 


Members of the new Board of Con-

There is 
no possibility of a doubt in this direc- 
tion however, as the movement is pop- 
ular and there can be no reasonable 
objection to the change. It has been 
suggested before, but the Board had 
not been authorized to carry out the 
idea until this year when the pressure 
of business made it necessary that 
some other method be adopted. Mr. 
Oleott is the prime mover, and al- 
though not on the present Board, his 
assistance will be solicited and gladly 
given in promoting the much desired 
reform. The improvement in the con- 
stitution and by-laws may not stop at 
the election of officers. It is expected 
that a complete revision will be made 
to correspond with the present growth 
and usefulness of the association. The 
question of membership and degrees of 
same, such as active, associate and 
honorary, will be another matter for 
consideration, and no doubt other sug- 
gestions will be made to the Board 
during the ensuing year by those who 
are interested in the welfare of the or- 
ganization.

the able management of Mr. Theodore 
Weicker, who will be prepared hereafter to 
quote quinine in any quantity. It was report- 
ed in this connection that the Richardson 
Drug Co. would represent E. Merck in the 
West by special appointment, but upon in- 
quiry we learn that the relations between the 
two houses will remain as before. There are 
no agencies in the United States outside of the 
establishment conducted by Mr. Weicker, as 
the goods are distributed among all the job- 
bers on equal terms. 


Ephraim 8. Wells, manufacturer of proprie- 
tary medicines in Jersey City, and the owner 
of “Rough on Rats,” has not yet succeeded in 
effecting a compromise with his creditors, as 
it issaid he has not raised the money on his 
trade marks which he contemplated. He has 
offered all the way from 5 cents to 334% cents 
on the dollaras a compromise. Some of his 
creditors have accepted. His liabilities are re- 
ported to be $80,000, the bulk of which is for 
advertising. All his tangible real and per- 
sonal property is covered with mortgages to 
secure some of his creditors. Mr. Wells was 
inthe drug business from 1862 to 1881 ina 
moderate way, and in the latter year em- 
barked in his specialty, “Rough on Rats,” with 
about $5,000 capital. He advertised heavily, 
receiving large returns, which he again spent 
in advertising all over the world. It issaid he 
spent as much as $150,000 in one year in adver- 
tising. Injudicious advertising and stagna- 
tion in trade are ascribed as causes of his em- 
barassment, . 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 

Natural gas has been found in the vicinity of 
Wakarusa, Ind, 

Wyandotte, Mich,, hasa gas well down 1,700 
feet with no results. 

South Bend, Ind., is organizing a stock com- 
pany to pipe the city with natural gas. The 
supply will be obtained from the newly dis- 
covered gas fields, some nine miles distant. 


The Blizzard says: Gallagher Bros. is the 
name of a firm at Olean, but when visitors call 
at their place of business they do not request 
them to “let ’er go.”’. The brothers run a gly- 
cerine manufactory. 

Perrysburg, O., has purchased the pipe lines, 
ete., of the Toledo Natural Gas Company for 
$12,000. The lines will be connected witb wells 
owned by the village, and free gas offered to 
manufacturers to locate there. 

Acompany has been organized in Detroit, 
Mich., for the purpose of furnishing that city 
with natural gas from the gas fields of Ohio. 
The company has a capital stock of $3,000,000 
and proposes pushing the scheme. 

Steamer Gothenburg City from Antwerp, 
which arsived at Boston Sept. 26, reports:— 
Sept. 15, at 5:30 A. M., latitude 47 11, longitude 
48; passed a ship’s life boat painted white; also 
a white painted chest and several casks of pe- 
troleum and other wreckage. 

Natural gas has been struck about five miles 
southwest of Three Oaks, Mich. In sinking 
the well, when less than 100 feetin depth, gas 
was discovered issuing from the pipe. The gas 
was conveyed ina pipe quite a distance from 
the well, and is now burning. 

The Philadelphia Com pany is operating very 
actively inthe new Westmoreland county gas 
field between Purnassus and Murrysville, Pa. 
Quite a number of good wells have been de- 
veloped recently. The new wells are being 
turned in on the line which crosses the Alle- 
ghany river at Springdale. 

Thomas F. McDonald, a pioneer oil operator 
on Oil Creek, one of the first to develop terri- 
tory in the famous oil Pithole region, and who 
was prominent in the inception and successful 
application of the theory of pipe line trans- 
portation of petroleum, died on Tuesdry in 
Montreal. He was 63 years old and a native of 
Brooklyn. 

The people of Tuscola, Ill., are much excited 
over the discovery of a natural gas well which 
was struck last week on the farm of Everem 
Thompson, five miles northeast of the city, at 
a depth of 190 feet. A strong tlow was struck, 
which threw water and stones forty feet high. 
After the upheaval subsided a pipe was insert- 
ed, a match applied, anda flame shot uptoa 
height of thirty feet. 

A good strike of natural gas was made last 
week near Rich Hill, Mo., at a depth of 198 







































feet, in astratum of porous slate, the gas was 
struck. Itis said to be the heaviest flow of 
gas yet discovered in the West in this stratum, 
as allthe wells at Fort Scott, Paola, and the 
Syndicate well west of that city, get their 
flow of gas from the sandstone gas stratum, 
which is found at a greater depth. 

The Ceres Courant contains the following 
account of the several test wells that have 
been sunk in Sharon township, Potter county, 
by the United Natural Gas Company: No. 1, 
located on the Sutherland farm, is a good 
gaser. No, 2, located on the Beckwith farm, 
proved a duster. No. 3, located on the Van 
Lew farm, isa fair gaser. No. 4, located on 
the Nichols farm, is down 500 feet. No. 5, 
started the drill Tuesday morning. 

W.H. Pitt, professor of chemistry in the 
Buffalo High School, is reported to have dis- 
covered a new process for refining Ohio pe- 
troleum, which insures a product equal to 
that from Pennsylvania crude, He has already 
refined 200 barrels. ‘The process is covered by 
patents, In Augusta company was formed 
having $250,000 stock and with George H. Van 
Vieck as president, but though the company 
was incorporated the object was not made 
public. 

For some weeks past drilling for gas has been 
in progress half a mile west of Conneaut, O, 
Last week, at a depthof 750 feet, the drill 
struck what it was seeking, and provoked an 
ebullition of mother earth that fairly paral- 
yzed everybody within two miles of the hole. 
The well exploded,apparently, and blew the 
tools 1,000 feet into the air, breaking them in- 
to fragments. No attempt to get it under 
control or measure its strength had been made 
at last accounts, 

The oil business is again the basis of a case 
before the interstate commerce commission. 
Testimony was taken at Buffalo, N. Y., last 
week, to be forwarded to the commission at 
Washington, on the complaint of Rice, Robin- 
son & Witherop, oil refiners at Titusville, Pa., 
against the Western New York and Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, charging that that road had 
discriminated against them by giving other 
shippers a lower rate than 34 cents to Buffalo, 
the rate charged complainants. 


The stipulated time granted by the conces- 
sion for the formation of a company for the 
construction of conduits to convey petroleum 
from the Baku wells to Batoum having ex- 
pired, a meeting of merchants attending the 
great fair at Nijni Novgorod has been held, at 
which it was resolved to endeavor to 
induce the Government to prevent the for- 
mation of acompany for that purpose. The 
merchants call attention tothe fact that the 
traflic in petroleum on the Volga is assuming 
larger proportions every year. 

The Danish brig Corrinne from Boston for 
Harbor Grace and St. Johns, N. F., which 
struck on the Kelp shoal, off Flat Island, even- 
ing of the 12th, and filled with water and cap- 
sized, after being abandoned by her crew, was 
boarded by captains Webster and Pitman,who 
cut away her spars and attempted to1ight her. 
The hull was beached on Sept. 14th in the 
western cove where her cargo has been landed 
ina damaged condition. The cargo consists 
of 527 bbls. petroleum, 25 cases copper paint, 
glassware, resin, matches, &c., the cargo and 
materials will be brought to Yarmouth, N. 8. 
The Corrinne is a total wreck. No insurance 
on vessel, cargo insured in Boston. 

At the Consolidated Stock and Petroleum 
Exchange last Thursday a dispatch was 
received about 4 Pp, M. stating that Judge 
Brown, in the Brooklyn Supreme Court, had 
denied the applicution for a permanent in- 
junction restraining the Stock Exchange from 
preventing the Commercial Telegram Com- 
pany from supplying New York Stock Ex- 
change quotations to the Consolidated 
Exchange.

Chairman 
Culbertson was anxious to secure a favorable

The Pittsburgh Press of a recent date printed 
acolumnand a half of sensational matter 
about the pardon of Milton Weston and its 
possible consequences. It is hinted that the 
title to the Murraysville natural gas field will 
be contested. If is owned by the Philadelphia 
Natural Gas Company, of which George West- 
inghouse, jr., is president. It is also hinted 
that a mysterious power kept Weston in 
prison. The officers of the Philadelphia com- 
pany laughed at the stories and said there was 
nothing inthem. The Press says: “It is said 
that the corporation gave a bond of indem- 
nity, which was indorsed by Dr. Hostetter 
and others, to make good all of the claims of 
Weston, but it is also alleged that this was af- 
terward annulled. The general opinion of 
people best fitted to know is that a compro- 
mise could and may be effected, and rumor 
has it that $250,000 had been offered Weston to 
satisfy allof his claims to the Murraysville 
field, but friends of the liberated man say that 
it will take a greater amount to appease his 
wounded feelings.” 


Considerable misapprehension appears to 
prevail among members of the Consolidated 
Stock and Petrolenm Exchange in relation to 
the movement that has been started to reduce 
the membership of the Exchange to 2,000 and 
to meke that figure the limit of active mem- 
bership. So far the movement cannot be pro- 
nounced a very serious one, as the extent of 
itis that a petition to the Board of Managers 
has been signed by four hundred mem- 
bers asking that the matter be brought to 
the attention of the entire Exchange. 
A committee has been appointed by the Board 
of Managers to inquire into the matter, and to 
point out what changes in the Constitution of 
the organization would be necessary to ac- 
complish it. Even among those who signed 
the petition, however, there is now consider- 
able opposition to the movement, as its ene- 
mies are very active in their endeavor to show 
that if the memberships are reduced to the 
extent of 400, it will make the assessments and 
the yearly dues proportionately higher. 


One of the stills of the Kings County Oil 
Works, at Greenpoint, exploded Monday morn- 
ing. Ina moment the yard and the whole in- 
closure were a sea of flame. A heavy, dark 
smoke spread itself over the scene, lit up here 
and there with lurid flame, as one after the 
other of five large tanks exploded, enveloping 
two of the workmen in flames, one dying on 
the spot and the other after reaching the 
hospital. The flames spread with incon- 
ceivable rapidity as tank after tank ex- 
ploded and scattered its burning contents 
over the yard, and it looked at one time as 
if nothing could save the whole area of oil 
works, extending from Norman avenue to 
Newtown Creek. Superintendent Stackford

Oil of Peppermint. 
PARKVILLE, Mich., Sept. 22, 1888. 


Editor O1L, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 


In your issue of August 22 the views ofa 


number of dealers in peppermint oil are given, 
and they are as fair as could be expected from 
their standpoint, with one exception. It is 
conceded by most of them that Japanese oil is 
largely used as an adulterant of American oil. 
Now, I ask who adulterates it? 
swers: Who? According to official reports in 
my possession, I find that the exports of 
Japanese oil from Japan in 1884 were 12,020 
Ibs., in 1885 20,480, and in 1886 81,330lbs. The 
first export to the United States was in 1885 
and amounted to 665 Ibs., but increased in 1886 


to 2,797 lbs. 


Echo an- 


This, no doubt, was the commencement of 


its use as an adulterant for American oil. Of 
the 81,330 lbs. exported in 1886, China took 
about 25,000 Ibs., Germany 22,748 lbs., Great 
Britain 21,450 Ibs., France 6,860 lbs., and the 
balance went to other countries. 


There is no doubt but what 81,000 Ibs. of oil 


are being used as 9n adulterant to the detri- 
ment of consumers and producers, hence the 
poor quality of oil sold to consumers. Since 
my last communication the crop has been 
about all distilled, and, having had no rain, 
the crop yielded less than was expected, 30,000 
lbs. being the highest estimate for the crop in 
St. Joseph, Cass and Kalamazoo counties this 
year. The prospects are that there will be but 
half the present acreage next year, and the 
planting be confined to a few favored locali- 
ties on marshes and other low lands. When 
the price is less than two dollars per lb., its 
production on upland will decrease. 


Now, in regard to the one exception referred 
Mr. Horner, the self-constituted 


Mr. Horner says the “upland crops are so in- 


significant that they are never taken into 
consideration,” he utters an absolute and un- 
qualified falsehood. I can give him the exact 


number of acres of upland and lowland mint, 
but the ratio is sufficient for this purpose, 
namely, one acre of lowland to ten of upland. 
How is this for an “upland” bugbear? In re- 


gard to banks holding oil as security, 1 refer 


him to G. W. Jones, banker, Marcellus, Cass 


county, Mich., who can also inform him about 


the mint growing in that locality. 

I know very well that mint in the State of 
New York is principally grown on lowlands, 
as we have a correspondent in that locality as 
well as in every other mint-producing place in 
the United States. 

Again, he says when buying oil in the West, 
the largest purchases made by him were direct 
from the banks. Will he please give me the 
name of the bank or banks? Hesays also that 
a mint grower who tells the truth about pep- 
permint oil would be a great curiosity. Well, 
perhaps so; but it would be no curiosity to see 
a mint speculator who tells untruths about 
the article. It has become second nature for 
some of them to do so,

DEAR S1rR.—In further reply to your letters 
of the llth and 13th inst., I would say I have 
carefully read over the deliberations of the 
convention at Saratoga as published in the 
OrL, PAINT AND DrRuG REPORTER, of New 
York, and have also very carefully considered 
the report of the committee, which you so 
kindly sent me, 

Relative to the latter, would say its broad 








platform and its impartial and fair treatment 
to ajl can, in my opinion, but meet the entire 
approval and hearty co-operation of any 
fairminded, broad and progressive merchant. 

I could not suggest any change or improve- 
ment; in fact,I think it would be very difficult 
for any committee to offer a report which 
would better meet the general approval of the

CHICAGO LETTER. 
Special correspondence of the REPORTER. 














CHICAGO, Sept. 29, 1888. 
It is not too much to say that practically all 
the millsin the West are to-day expressing 
linseed oil in such quantities and with such 
rapidity as their respective capacities will 
permit. If there are any not running, it is be- 
cause they have not yet been able to secure a 
sufficiently large stock of seed, and this is an 
hypothesis far from probable. And yet the 
entire output is not sufficient to meet the 
phenomenal demand, and crushers will accept 
orders only upon the stipulation that the time 
of delivery shall be at their own option. Most 
of the large concerns are from two to four 
weeks behind in filling orders, the rush of 
which shows as yet no symptom of abatement. 
For some years past the close of the present 
month has generally witnessed a marked de- 
cadence in the trade in oil, while to-day it ap- 
pears not yet to have passed its zenith. Man- 
ufacturers and jobbers vie with each other in 
seeking prompt delivery, and if stocks were 
larger any available surplus might be mark- 
eted near the coast. As matters stand, how- 
eve., there seems to be a substantially univer- 
sal disposition to leave the eastern markets to 
the undisputed control of eastern crushers. 

With matters in this shape, it becomes a 
rather interesting question among the trade— 
what will be the course of crushers as regards 
anadvance? There seems to be a prevailing 
impression among buyers that some apprecia- 
tion in price may be looked for in the com- 
paratively near futur’. Such arise would, it 
is thought, not only be in consonance with 
the laws of supply and demand, but also justi- 
fied by the present prices of seed, which are 
both high and firm. It may be that this ex- 
pectation has not been without influence in 
bringing about such a free placing of orders. 
On the other hand, there are certain circum- 
stances worthy of consideration which would 
appear rather to militate against the probab- 
ility of a speedy rise. Larger arrivals 
of seed may undoubtedly be anticipated be- 
fore long; the precise date of their incoming 
is, of course, unknown. Hence arise some 
rather puzzling questions: Will not an increase 
of receipts naturally tend to lower quotations 
for seed? And what effect would cheaper 
seed have upon the oil market? Could an ad- 
vance in oil if made, say, to-morrow, be firmly 
maintained throughout the season, or would 
it prove to be only a temporary “spurt,” and 
would it be sound policy to advance prices 
only to lower them in a comparatively few 
weeks? At the same time it should be remem- 
bered that the existing disparity between the 
prices of seed and oil—the crude material and 
the manufactured product—is too wide to af- 
ford to crushers the profit which they might 
legitimately expect; and it is within the range 
of possibilities that a moderate advance in the 
latter, combined with some depreciation in the 
former, might simply serve to restore an equi- 
librium now generally conceded to be want- 
ing. 

Meanwhile the market remains firm at 50c, 
and the only ground of dissatisfaction heard 
of in any quarter is that the presses can’t turn 
out the oil fast enough. 

Ocean freights on cake continue on about 
the same basis as during the last fortnight— 
20s to London and lis6d to Liverpool. At 
these rates, net returns to Chicago shippers 
can hardly exceed $20@21 per ton, but there 
does not seem to be much difficulty in mar- 
keting the entire output. 


FLAXSEED. 

The statement of the inspector showed 
130,640 bushels in store at the beginning of the 
week, as against 139,613 bushels one week pre- 
vious, and 99,602 bushels on Sept. 24, 1887. Of 
the quantity named 1,228 bushels were “re- 
jected” seed and 521 classed as no grade, That 
the quality as well as the quantity of stocks 
has improved, as compared with last year, is 
demonstrated by the fact that last year at 
this time public elevators, while holding less 
seed in the aggregate, contained 27,921 bushels 
of “rejected” and 500 of ‘no grade” seed. The 
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tables posted by the secretary of the Board of 
Trade show the week's receipts and shipments 
to have been as follows:

The inspector of flaxseed reports receipts of 
377 cars and shipments of 136,513 bushels. 

The figures show that 87°8 per cent. of the 
receipts have been of No. 1, a fact which tends 
to confirm my prediction that so far as quality 
was concerned, the coming crop would com- 
pare favorably with its predecessors. 

In respect to cash seed, fluctuations in quo- 
tations have been as follows: The market 
opened on Monday at $130 and closed to-day 
at $1 34. 

Reported sales of cash seed for the week 
have aggregated 189 cars of No, 1, 13 cars of 
rejected and 120f no grade. 

As regards future deliveries, there has been 
a fair inquiry and prices have exhibited no 
marked lack of sympathy with the course of 
cash seed. Of September seed 57,000 bushels 
were sold at prices ranging from $1 30@133, 
the outside having been paid to-day for 
500 bushel in exchange, while the highest 
figures paid in a regular way were $7 3044c. 

The only sales of October were made on Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday. They aggre- 
gated 17,500 bushels and changed hands at the 
uniform price of $128. Of November, 10,000 
bushels were sold on Monday at $128, while 
10,000 on Wednesday brought $127%. 15,000 
bushels of November were sold at about the 
same figures on Monday and Wednesday. 
“Year” options have been rather quiet, 30,000 
bushels selling at $1 27 on Monday, while 10,000 
bushels sold on Tuesday at $127. Two sales of 
May—5,000 bushels each—were effected on 
Monday and Tuesday, the price paid in each 
case being $1 34. 

From what has been said, it is easy to see 
that on the whole, the seed market during the 
week has exhibited alternate variations. Just 
how sensitive the feeling is appears from the 
fact that comparatively liberal receipts early 
in the week induced a decline, which was fully 
compensated for by a paucity of arrivals at 
the close. The larger’ proportion § of 
the seed coming in has been either 
oncontract or promptly taken by local buy- 
ers. September sales have been generally 
closed, some transactions being settled by an 
exchange of October delivery on terms not 
always made public. Reviewing trading for 
the season one sees a marked and somewhat 
unexpected advance, Asa result the demand 
has been rather light, while, on the other hand, 
offerings have been unquestionably light. At 
the same time there was noticeable toward 
the close of the week a marked disposition to 
buy “seed to arrive.” 

OILS. 

During theearlier part of the week lard oil 
exhibited much strength, strictly extra oil 
touching 86c—an advance of lc. To-day, 
however, the market is a trifle easier, the 
same grade being purchasable at 8c. The 
causes for the drop (which has been 3c per 
gallon in four days) are undoubtedly to be 
found in the disinclination of buyers of lubri- 
cants to touch the commodity at prices which 
they considered too high in view of the cheap- 
ness of mineral substitutes. For illuminating 
purposes—headlights—it is, of course, still in 
request, but inquiry from this source is 
hardly sufficient to absorb even the very 
moderate output at present thrown upon the 
market by pressers. For extra No.1 there isa 
fair demand, and brokers report sales at 65c. 
No. lisslow of sale at 40c, and No. 2 is slow 
and heavy at about 338@3tc. 

Cablegrams received here from Holland 
early in the week indicated an improved de- 
mand for oleo oil, greater animation and con- 
siderable sales. These advices were soon fol- 
lowed by reports of an advance of 2 florins at 
Rotterdam, Free offérings of one or two 
western brands, however, operated as a check 
and tended to correct a decidedly bullish feel- 
ing. Local exporters regard the present situ- 
ation of the Dutch markets as, on the whole, 
healthy, and in consequence nearly 1,600 
tierces have left this point during the past 
week, On the other hand, however, foreign 
stocks are reported light,and sales of Ameri- 
can oil for the week are estimated at not more 
than 2,700 tierces. The local market remains 
“stale, fiat and unprofitable.” Melters, how- 
ever, seem disposed to curtail the output 
within reasonable limits, and there does not 
appear to be any reason to regard the outlook 
as unfavorable to producers. 

PAINTS. 

The situation in the paint market continues 
unsatisfacto:y to manufacturers and dealers 
alike. The month just closing has not shown 
a volume of business especially gratifying 
when compared with the same month of last 
year, and jobbers are beginning to predict that 
an examination of their books on December3l 
will prove 1888 to have beenrather an “off 
year.” Prices of white lead have undergone 
no change and the interest taken in rumors of 
the formation of a trust, which is to control 
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the output of all the beds in the country is, 
on the whole, of a rather languid sort. Some 
grinders express a fear that the future may 
yet show that present prices are based upon 
quotations of pig lead which, because specu- 
lative, are more or less fictitious. The whole- 
sale drug trade is beginning to manifest symp- 
toms of a reviving interest in white lead, but 
the disposition still displayed by some corrod- 
ers to continue catering directly for the trade 
of consumers exerts a more or less palpable 
influence upon the market, 
DRUGS. 

The most interesting feature in the local 
market in drugs has been the advance in 
opium, which has followed, in quick sympa- 
thy, the rise of the same commocity in New 
York. To-day Chicago housesare billing opium 
at $3.25, while morphia has appreciated l5c re- 
sponsively. The movement is regarded here 
as an indication that prices for the Smyrna 
product will soon be restored to more normal 
figures than those which have ruled for some 
months past. Quinine remains firm with a 
fairly active demand, and with the solitary 
exception of castor oil the general list is very 
strong. That gentle and effective, though 
hardly popular medicament will, itis thought 
here, go through about the same course as it 
did ayear ago. In other words, there is a lat- 
ent suspicion abroad that after the manufac- 
turers shall have secured all the beans in 
sight prices will take an upward turn. How 
far lower priced oil might result in cheaper 
beans, is a question which can be most satis- 
factorily answered by the manufacturers 
themselves. 

The volume of business during the month 
has been satisfactory to jobbers, showing a 
handsome increase over that of September, 
1887; and there is every prospect that the pres- 
ent year—notwithstanding the recurrence of 
the presidential contest—will prove one of the 
most profitable ever known in the West.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


An article claimed by the importer to be 
dyewood extract, but which upon analysis 
was found to consist of an extract of logwood 
mixed with a salt of copper, S80 as to consti- 
tute in fact a lake color, is held to be dutiable 
at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem, under 
the provision in schedule A. (T. I., 87) for 
“colors and paints, including lakes, whether 
dry or mixed.’, 

Certain tapioca flour, although chemically 
a starch, is held to be exempt from duty under 
special provision in the free list (T.1I., 800) for 
“tapioca” without regard to the use for which 
it may be intended, 7

Consolidating Refining Interests. 


The announcement was made last week that 
the Tidewater Pipe Company had secured a 
controlling interest in the Seaboard Oil Works, 
at Bayonne, from Messrs. Lombard & .\yres. 
At Bayonne is also situated the Ocean refinery, 
and not far distant are the Polar Oil Works 
and these, with the Chester, at Thurlow, near 
Philadelphia, will probably be consolidated 
with the Lombard & Ayres Works, the Tide- 
water Pipe Company already holding a con- 
trolling interest in the former. The capital 
stock of the company is $1,250,000 and a con” 
trolling number of shares of this stock is what 
has been transferred. The reports of contem- 
plated changes published in the daily papers 
are somewhat premature, and much of what 
purports to be reliable information is mere 
street and exchange gossip. Messrs. Lombard 
& Ayres will, doubtless, remain as managers of 
the Seaboard Works; in fact, matters are 
going on as before the sale of stock, and what 
changes, if any, will be made, have not yet 
been decided, 
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The Kalbfleisch Sale. 


The public sale of the capital stock of the 
three chemical factories formerly owned by 
the defunct firm of Martin Kalbfleisch’s Sons, 
was held according to announcement and real- 
ized $6,000. The sale was ordered by the Su- 
preme Court of Brooklyn at the request of 
Receiver Brookfield, but the result is kepta 
profound secret except the amount stated. A 
representative of the REPORTER asked two of 
the Kalbfleisch brothers for details of the sale, 
more particularly the name of the buyer, but 
they declined to give any information. Re- 
ceiver Brookfield is difficult to find as he has 
so many interests to look after, and inquiries 
at his office failed to develop the desired infor- 
mation. A note was left for Mr. Brookfield in 
the hope of reaching him, but no reply has 
been received. Creditors who refused to set- 
tle on the twenty per cent. basis think it very 
strange that the transaction should be covered 
up. They don’t understand why it is necessa- 
ry tokeep the matter quietif everything is 
straight. It is said that the purchase was made 
by the same syndicate who bought four-fifths 
of the claims at 20 cents onthe dollar several 
weeks previous to the sale, and that the syn- 
dicate is composed of the Kalbfleisch brothers, 
How the mortgages are to be met or whether 
the three factories will be operated as usual 
under different management, are questions 
which can only be answered at headquarters 
Receiver Brookfield discharged his duties to 





the satisfaction of everyone interested, and 
the task has been a very trying one. The 
Bushwick Works has double the capacity of 
the other two and was originally capitalized 
at $600,000, It is mortgaged for $250,000, and of 
this amount the Kalbfleisch estare is entitled 
to $212,000 on which the interest is due for six 
months. Judgments have also been filed 
against the Bushwick for $12,000. In the esti- 
mation of an expert the factory alone is worth 
about $100,000, The Buffalo and Bayonne fac- 
tories have a joint capital stock of $800,000 and 
mortgages of $245,000. It is said that the Bay- 
onne works could not be duplicated for less 
than $100,000 and that $125,000 would cover the 
value of the Buffalo concern, not including 
the real estate. The store building on Fulton 
street has a mortgage of $80,000. It is claimed 
that the $6,000 realized is more than the entire 
property with the encumbrances is worth.

The Turpentine Trade. 


Thg turpentine farmers of South Carolina 
seem to have had a little better luck thus far 
than their brethren who worship at the court 
of King Cotton. While the price of rosin (the 
lower grades at least) has been on the down 
grade for some time, spirits have gone up to 
such an extent that the loss on low grade 
rosins has been almost, if not entirely, re- 
couped. 

A naval stores factor, who was seen by a 
representative of the Charleston News and 
Courier, gave the following facts: Turpentine 
is selling in Charleston now at 38% to 39 centa 
per gallon. On September 25, 1887, the quota- 
tions were 2914 cents. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that here is an advance of nearly 10 
cents, or over 30 per cent. per gallon. These 
figures, he said, are rather cheering to start 
out with. As to the general naval stores 
trade, the following figures were obtained:

Chicago Paint, Oil and Varnish Club.

CHICAGO, Sept, 29, 1888, 

The first autumn meeting of this organiza- 
tion was held on Thursday evening, Sept 27, 
having been postponed in consequence of the 
enforced absence of certain prominent mem- 
bers at the gathering of paint manufacturers 
at Saratoga on the 13th inst. The attendance 
was not large as had been expected, but there 
were enough members present to render the 
meeting an interesting one, whether viewed 
from a social or business standpoint. 

With the introduction of cigars, Mr. John 
Alston, the club’s president, called the mem- 
bers to order, This being the first meeting of 
the new (trade) year, the election of officers 
was the order of business. Mr. Alston was 
placed in nomination for re-election as presi- 
dent, but declined—at once courteously and 
emphatically—to serve a second term, The 
members, however, were a unit in their choice 
and not disposed to entertain the declination, 
Finding it impossible to secure Mr. Alston's 
assent at the time, the election of new officcrs 
was laid over for one month, in order that 
personal solicitation might be brought to bear 
upon the gentleman to induce him to recon- 
sider his determination. 

At the last meetibg of the club, when the 
adoption of a uniform system of credits was 
discussed (as reported at the time), the secre- 
tary was instructed to send a minute of the 
club's action to similar organizations through- 
out the northwest with a view to securing 
friendly criticism. At the meeting on Thurs- 
day evening, that officer reported that he had 
received replies from a large number of par- 
ties, which he proceeded to read, These 
answers had come from various points, the 
list including such centers of trade as Kansas 
City, Milwaukee, St. Paul, Cleveland, Dayton 
and Pittsburgh, besides a tolerable list of 
minor points. The general tenor of the com- 
munications read indicated a _ disposition 
heartily to approve of, and cordially to co 
operate with, the action of the Chicago club, 
as outlined in the circular letter sent out by 
the secretary. 

The sense of the meeting, however, was in fa- 
vor of deferring definite action in the premises 
until after the National Association of Paint 
Manufacturers had considered the subject.Such 
postponement, while possibly rather vague in 
terms, was indubitably the best disposition of 
the question open to the club under the cir- 
cumstances.

The Legality of Speculation. 


Judge Oliver Wendell Holmes, Jr., presiding 
in the Supreme Court of Suffolk County, Mas- 
sachusetts, has rendered a decision which will 
attract attention wherever stock and grain 
and other exchanges are a medium of com- 
mercial transactions. The case was one of 
speculative putchases of grain and meat in 
which Boston and Chicago operators were in- 
terested. The loser in large transactions re- 
pudiated his orders and declined to meet bis 
obligations on the ground that speculative 
dealings, in anticipation of a decline or rise of 
prices and without a view to actual purchase, 
were in violation of State gambling laws ard 
contrary to public policy, and therefore could 
not be enforced by the courts. The questions 
of law being brought to a test before Judge 
Holmes, the legality of such transactions was 
upheld; the court bolding that speculation 
was not only legitimate, but that any party 
had a right to gointo the market and make 
valid contracts, either for purchase or sale of 
property to be delivered at any future time 
with the understanding and agreement be-

700 people out of work. The shut-down was 
caused, according to report, by the strike of 
90 boys, who objected to having part of their 
wages held back as a guarantee that they 
would not leave when spring arrives. 

According to Pittsburg advices the window 
glass factories in that city were to start up on 
Monday, the Ist inst. The recent reduction of 
10 per cent in prices does not affect all grades, 
but only those competing with foreign goods. 
A few kinds not so competing were advanced 
5 per cent. 

Whevling, W. Va., glass manufacturing in- 
terests appeur to be in a flourishing condition. 
Orders are in excess of the immediate produc- 
ing capacity in some instances, and the gene- 
ral demand is goud. 

The increase in the number of glass facto- 
rics in the West is likely to cause manufactu- 
rers generally some trouble in getting all the 
labor they need this season, if business is as 
good as it promises to be. 

All the window glass factories at Bellaire,O., 
and vicinity will be in blast this week. 

Two years ago there was not a glass factory 
in Northwestern Ohio, and the trade never 
dreamed of this place in connection with the 
business, says a Findlay letter to the Crockery 
and Glass Journal, To-day there are twelve 
flint glass factories in operation in this district, 
and several more building. A number of these 
are old established factories which have re- 
moved from other points, Free natural gas 
isthe magnet which has attracted these fac- 
tories and made possible the almost magical 
development of this region.

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The Opium Smuggler’s Trial. 


Erwin A. Gardner, who is charged with 
wholesale opium smuggling and the theft of 
240 pounds of the drug from the Ogdens- 
burgh, N. Y., Custom House, was given a pre- 
liminary hearing before Commissioner Hoyne 
in Chicago Jast Thursday. Gardner was ar- 
rested last August while endeavoring to sell 
some of the contraband drug to a Cninaman. 
The prosecution made a strong case against 
Gardner on Thursday, the prosecuting attor- 
ney stating in his opening address that he 
would prove that the prisoner had smuggled 
opium and entered into a conspiracy with 
John W. Stone, N. H. Lyttle und William J. 
Comminsky for the purpose of removing the 
seized opium from the Custom House at Og- 
densburgh., 

M. F. Holahan, chef of the Government se- 
cret service at New York, testified to having 
known Gardner some months before bis ar- 
rest. In February last he had received in- 
structions to investigate the Ogdensburgh 
Custom House, where, at the time, 700 pounds 
of opium was held. After Gardner's arrest in 
Chicago Mr. Holahan received instructions to 
again proceed to Ogdensburgh and arrest 
Stone, Lyttle and Comminsky. An investiga- 
tion about the Custom House revealed the 
fact that a portion of the smuggled opium had 
been removed from a trunk and wooden 
blocks substituted. A search in Stone’s room 
resulted in discovering small blocks exactly 
similar to those in the dummy opium boxes. 
From that time the web of evidence gathered 
fast around Gardner. Robert Simon, a porter 
of the Palmer House, identified Gardner as the 
man who had taken out a trunk from the bag- 
gage room August 15, the day of the arrest. 
Step by step the trunk’s journey was foliowed. 
Patrick Darling, a teamster, said he had load- 
ed the trunk on his wagon and hauled it ac- 
cording to Gardner’s instructions to No, 384 
Wabash avenue, Chicago. He had dumped it 
there on the sidewalk, and glancing around as 
he left he noticed another expressman hauling 
the trunk away. 

David Easly, the next witness, said he had 
hauled the trunk up Van Buren street to Lea- 
vitt and West Madison. A Chinaman had 
hired him. All of these witnesses identified

terprises, in which darinz and resolute men 
had risked their fortunes upon the foreCast of 
the future. 

Judge Holmes has rendered a sound decision 
says the New York Bulletin. Speculative pur- 
chases, based upon a forecast of future con- 
ditions and prices, are the very essence of 
commerce, All buying in anticiption of fu- 
ture demand is upon this basis; all judicious 
commercial transactions involve this, and all 
great enterprises are dependent upon it.When 
it is proposed that the speculative element 
should be banished from business, the annihil- 
ation of business itself is recommended. The 
Pope’s bull against the comet was no more 
ridiculous or ineffectual than the effort so 
often developed by some form or other to put 
speculation under the ban of law,as if risk and 
venture could be eliminated from the business 
world in which nature has made them vital 
elements.

In No, 30 of the Berlin Klinish Wochenschrift 
Dr. James Fraenkel contributes his observa- 
tions on the characteristics and efficacy of 
sulponal-Riedel, aflirming that the physiolog- 
ical actions, determined by his experiments, 
were not so favorable as those previously 
gained from the use of sulfonal-Bayer. He 
states that sulfonal-Riedel differed from sul- 
fonal-Bayer not only in odor, Lut that a bitter 
taste remained also, lasting from one to two 
hours, and that his patients refused longer to 
take the sulfonal tablets made by Riedel. 

These assertions were a great surprise to 
me. About eight weeks ago, my system being 
in a highly feverish state, I was obliged to take 
several doses of sulfonal as a means to obtain 
needed sleep; having afew samples of sulfonal, 
Bayer’s and Ricdel’s on hand I used them in- 
discriminately and found not the slightest 
difference in taste. Dr. Fraenkel’s communi- 
cation, therefore, impressed me as very pecu- 
liar: and, with the view of establishing a suum 
cuique, I procured two samples of su!fonal- 
Riedel, one many weeks old and the other 
direct from the manufacturer, to submit them 
to parallel physiological and chemical tests 
with sulfonal-Bayer, and to find and establish 
any possible variations in the two products. 

The two samples of sulfonal-Riedel proved 
to be identical in every respect,and on the 
conclusion of my experimenting I was con- 
vinced that not the slightest difference exist- 
ed between sulfonal-Kiedel and Bayer. 

Very little or no odor existed in the two 


samples of sulfonal-Riedel; several persons 


possessed of acute smelling powers claimed 
that the samples were odorless, while others 





same applied to the sample of sulfonal-Bayer. 

The taste was slightly bitter, disappearing a 
few minutes after chewing and swallow- 
ing a dose of sulfonal. That the bitter 
taste of sulfonal-Riedel should endure 
for two hours is a statement for which I can 
find no justification. I and several assistants 
could notice no difference whatever in the 
taste of Bayer’s and Riedel’s sulfonal, and I 
presume we may apply the old saying “‘de gus- 
tibus non est disputandum” to this statement 
of the experimenting critic. 

The solubility of all three samples in water 
of 15° to 16° C. was identical—1 part requiring 
550 (or, to be exact, 554) parts of distilled water. 
Tolgrm. of sulfonal 210 grm. of water were 
added; the three samples were thoroughly agi- 
tated every hour; at the end of two days the 
undisso] ved residue of each was gathered in a 
filter, carefully dried between sheets of blot- 
ting paper and then exposed to the aic for one 
hour; the three sumples accurately weighed 
yielded respectively 0°621, 0°621 and 0°622 grm. 

On 0°2 gms.of each sample was poured 2ccm. 
of pure concentrated sulphuric acid; a clear 
and colorless solution gradually resulted. On 
mixing with each of the three solutions 8 ccm, 
water, the sulfunal at once almost wholly sep- 
arated in very small crystals, mos. of which 
sank to the bottom while a part floated on the 
surface. 

The three samples of sulfunal exhibited this 
test exactly alike,even to the peculiarities or 
the specifie gravity. A part of the crystals 


were of 1°200°, a part of 1°212°, and 
the rest of varying degrees of grav- 
ity between these two extremes. A 


few of the crystals proved of 1°155 to 1°165° sp. 
gr. Each of the three samples showed these 
same differences of specific gravity. 

An equal quantity of each of the three sam- 
ples were agitated in petrolbenzin, in which 
it is almost insoluble, and heated; a few drops 
of the benzin were then placed in object- 
glasses and allowed to evaporate. The recrys- 
tallized residues examined microscopically 
showed no noticeable variations. 

Solutions in benzol, in which sunfonal is 
readily soluble, treated in the same wmwanner, 
yielded crystals equally identical in forma- 
tion. 

Mixed with caustic soda solution (of stand- 
ard 1°160° sp. gr.) a large proportion of crystals 
descended, only a small proportion floating on 
the surface. The solution remained colorless 
and clear also when heated, the crystals all 
rising to the surface while heated and again 
falling when cooled. 

A solution of benzol and gum guaiac, hav- 
ing a yellow color, poured on the samples of 
sulfonal and heated, produced no reaction, 
not even on the addition of alcohol and after 
boiling. 

An aqueous solution of sulfonal with an ad- 
dition of barii chlorid was not changed by 
boiling. 

An aqueous solution of snifonal, colored by 
the addition of potass. permangan., did not 
change color after 30 minutes standing, re- 
maining clear and transparent. 

On adding 2 drops of solut. ferri chlorid. to 
6—7 ccm, of the aqueous solution of sulfonal, 


giving only a slight, yellowish tinge 
to the liquid, and then boiling, 
each of the three samples assumed a 


pronounced yellowish-red color. As in every 
other test, all three samples acted exactly 
alike in this instance also. 

On adding 06 grm. sulfonal to 3c.c. of gly- 
cerine and heating until dissolved, then cool- 
ing the mixture by immersing in cold water, 
a turbid, opaque colored mass resulted; view- 
ing this mass microscopically showed it to con- 
sist of turbid liquid and both clear and cloudy 
spheres of varying sizes. These spheres grad- 
ually hardened into crystals without changing 
their form, and showed asmal)] round eleva- 
tion in the center. 

In no manner could a difference be estab- 
lished between the sulfonal of Bayer and 
Riedel. 

During these analyses a third and even older 
sample of sulfonal-Riedel came into my pos- 
session and I repeated some of the foregoing 
experiments with it; the results with this sam- 
ple also proved identical with the others.

Mechanie’s Lien on Oil Refinery. 


The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania held, in 
the case of Short vs. Miller etal., reported in 
the Philadelphia Legal Intelligencer, that a 
mechanic's lien might be filed againt an oil re- 
finery,the plaat of which consisted of a boiler- 
house, filter-house, barrel-house, pump-honse, 
tool-house, several tank-houses, etc., together 
withthe machinery. The court said: “The 
act of assembly does not designate the charace 
ter of the buildings to which a mechanic’s lien 
may attach. Of course they must be suffi- 
ciently substantial to entitle them to the char- 
acter of the buildings. Nor are we embarassed 
with the question whether buildings of any 
description are essential toan oil refinery. An 
engine and boiler, for any kind of manufac- 
tory, do not absolutely require a building to 
protect them, Both may stand in the open 
air, yet no one doubts thet if an engine and 
boiler house are erected to protect them 
from the weather, a lien will at- 
tach for labor, or materials used in their 
construction. Nor have we any doubt that 


the lien attatchea to the buildingin this case. 

They were not elaborate structures, but they 

were permanent and suited for the purpose 
for which they were erected,” 
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Petroleum in the Punjab. 


As we briefly stated a few days ago, a con- 
cession has been granted to Mr. John D’Oyly 
Noble, of Petrolia, Ontario, for the develop- 
ment of the earth oil deposits of the Punjab. 
The agreement, which is dated March 23d, 
1888, is between the government of India and 
Mr. Noble, and has received the final sanction 
of the secretary of state. It grants to the 
concessionaire the exclusive right to bore for 
oilin the northern part of the Punjab, the 
Rawalpindi district being of course that which 
will be chiefly prospected. Mr. Noble is an oil 
refiner of great experience gained west of the 
Atlantic, and he represents a syndicate of 
Canadian capitalists anxious to explore the 
Punjab oil fields. They have formed a com- 
pany known as the Punjab and Oriental Oil 
Company, limited, and if the borings prove 
successful this company will have the option 
of selecting five square blocks of land at dif- 
ferent points where they may find oil, con- 
taining ten thousand acres each. The govern- 
ment go to no expense in the matter, but are 
to receive by way of land revenue, five per 
cent of all the crude earth oil obtained from 
the ground. The company do not interfere 
with the surface area. except at such points as 
they may require to put down wells. 

Mr. Noble has associated with him six other 
gentlemen, all of them practical oil refiners 
and experts in petroleum, who are largely in- 
terested in producing and refining oil. Al- 
ready these gentlemen own four-fifths of the 
stock in the company, which is composed of 
2,500 shares of R100 each, for the purpose of 
more easily sub-dividing their different inter- 
ests, and the other fifth is owned by capitalists 
in India, whose commercial experience and 
legal knowledge will be of great advantage to 
the company. The names of these stock- 
holders have to be submitted to the govern- 
ment for approval, and one of the principal 
features of the agreement is that none of 
these original stockholders can assign or sell his 
stock to an outsider without the consent of the 
government of India first had and obtained 
to such transfer. This condition has been in- 
sisted on by the secretary of state in order to 
prevent the stock of the company falling into 
the hands of speculators and jobbers, and to 
secure the development of the industry in the 
Punjab by oil experts. The capital of 2% 
lakhs is considered suflicient to strike oil with, 
after which the company should be self-sus- 
taining. The government have acted very 
liberally with Mr. Noble in granting him spec- 
ial rates of faeight for five years over all rail- 
ways controlled by the State for his oil and 
plant, &c., &c.,and if the company are suc- 


cessful in striking oil in large quantities, they 
have agreed to erect works at Rawulpindi, or 


some other suitable place on the Northwest- 
ern railway, for the manufacture of kerosine 
and railway lubricating oil. The government 
have also agreed to take from the company a 
certain quantity of lubricating oil every year 
for five years from the completion of the 
works for use on the State railways, at the 
present price of castor oil, which is now used 
for lubricating purposes by the different rail- 
ways in India. 

If the operations of the company are success- 
ful, kerosene oil will also be manufactured in 
large quantities, and the Government have 
agreed to furnish tank wagons on the North- 
Western railway for distributing the oil over 
India in bulk, in the same manner which kas 
been so successfully established by Messrs. 
Noble Brothers (of dynamite fame) in Russia. 

One great advantage the company will have 
will be their close proximity to the densely 
populated central portion of India, where 
there will bea marketinthe large cities for 
all the oi] the company can manufacture for 
some time. The freight inland from Bombay 
and Calcutta on American and Russian oil is 
so great for that long distance that it will be 
eaual to a protective tariff for the company, 
to say nothing of the small tax which has re- 
cently been placed on kerosene oil 1n this coun- 
try. 

The Punjab oil fields lie between Baku, on 
the Caspian sea, and the oil producing regions 
of Burma, and experts who have examined 
them consider them to be very favorably situ- 
ated. They hold that they are similar in for- 
mation to the oil territory of Baku. There 
are spouting wells so graphically depicted by 
Charles Marvin in his Region of the Eternal 
Fires, have given Russian oil a hold upon the 
markets of the world. The compauy have 
adopted as their seal the picture of a flowing 
well which figures on the cover of Marvin's 
book. The North-Western railway, running 
west from Rawulpindi, goes right through the 
center of the property and the first well is to 
be put down at a place called Fatehjung, 30 
miles west from Rawulpindi,where oil can now 
be seen oozing out of the ground forced up by 
the pressure from below. It is the intention 
of the company to bore down there 1,500 feet, 
unless a spouting well is sooner obtained. 

Marvin says these wells are worked at Baku 


| at adepth of from 300 to 800 feet, the deepest 


well there being 825 feet; and that when the 
oil is struck the force of gas from below is so 
great as to frequently blow the heavy drilling 
tools and apparatus out of the hole up into 
the air, which is followed by an immense flow 
of peroleum, saturating everything with oil 


all round, and rising sometimes to the height 
of 300 feet before it can be controlled, In de- 
scribing one of the oil fountains at Baku, he 
says: “At 420 feet there was a terrific outburst 
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of gas, which was repeated at 490 feet, the oil 
each time mounting to the surface, but disap- 
pearing after the cap was fired.The third time, 
at 546 feet, the explosion of gas was terrific, 
hurling the pumping cylinder into the air, and 
smashing the top of the derrick to pieces 
Afterward dry sand began to spout with ter- 
rible force, forming afountain of gritfrom 350 
to 400 feet high. Bits of rock were hu-led so high 
as to be lost to sight; all the windows of the 
neighboring engine houses were smashed, and 
the metal roof of a boiler house was broken 
through by a fallen stone. This ‘sand volceno’ 
lasted 45 minutes, and was succeeded by a 
blast of gas which poisened the atmosphere at 
Balakhami the rest of the day. After a con- 
siderable time a cap was fixed on the tube, and 
directly after the oil began to spout.” 

It is to be hoped the “Punjab and Oriental 
OilCompany” may obtain something of this 
sort at Fatchjung and that oil will be found 
in India to take the place of the Russian oil 
which is now coming into this country in such 
quantities.— Times of India.

Why Goods are Sold for Export Cheap- 
er than for Home Consumption. 


Public attention has recently been called to 
the fact that goods manufactured in the Uni- 
ted States are sold to merchants within the 
free zone of Mexico at much lower prices than 
to merchants doing business in Texas, on the 
border between that State and Mexieo, says a 
Washinton correspondent. This has been 
made the text of numerous editorials upon 
the enormity of our tariff system, which, it is 
assumed, has made such a thing possible. 

It does not seem to have occurred to any one 
that these legitimate business transactions 
furnish the key roa clearer understanding of 
asubject which has perplexed the statesmen 
and politicians of the United States from the 
time of the adoption of our constitution, con- 
cerning which laws have been enacted or pro- 
posed in nearly every Congress. 

Undervaluations of imported merchandise 
subject to advalorem duties have always been 
the great bugbear of tariff legislation. The 
statesmen who desires a tariff for revenue 
only becomes even more indignant over the 
importation of undervalued merchandise than 
doesthe protectionist who honestly believes 
that it isasin against true political economy 
toimport anything which can be produced in 
this country at any price. 

Yet when the manufacturcrs of the Un.ttd 
States go into the export business they almost 
invariably invoice their goods at a lower price 
than they can obtain in the home merket, for 
exactly the same reasons which induce the 
manufacturers of England, Germany, France, 


Switzerland and Belgium to sell goods for 
shipment to this country at less than the 
market price st home, as has been shown by 
numerous investigations ordered by the 
‘Treasury Department, as well as by the Jayne 
and Sanborne contracts of unsavory memory. 

The home market is the first thought of the 
manufacturer in every country. This is se- 
cured to him by tariff laws, freight charges, 
patent and trade mark legislation, and by en- 
lightened public opinion. When production 
exceeds the demand of the home market and 
exporting begins, prices are cut all around to 
meet foreign competition and to circumvent 
foreign tariff laws. When these goods, sold in 
the free zone of Mexico, at such low prices» 
concerning which the free-traders and tariff 
reformers are now so greatly exercised, come 
within the reach of the Mexican custom 
houses, the purchaser in the interior of Mex-~ 
ico will have little or no advantage over the 
Texans so for as prices are concerned. In this 
instance, as well asin many others, the tariff 
is paid by the producer in the country of ex- 
port and not by the consumer in the country 
where the goods are delivered. 

Our Bureau of Statistics makes the total of 
our exports to Canada in 1887 $33,495,408 of do- 
mestic merchandise, and 2,666,944 of foreign 
merchandise. The Canadian authori- 
ties appraised the value of the imports from 
the United States during that year at $44,802,- 
732. This indicates an average and systematic 
undervaluation upon our part, as viewed by 
the Canadian authorities, of about 25 per cent. 

The Senate Finance Committee, in their 
Undervaluations bill which it is said will be a 
part of the Senate Tariff bill, declared that if 
the appraised value of goods imported into 
the United States “shall exceed the value de- 
clared in the entry more than 20 per cent. the 
entry shall be held to be presumptively fraud- 
ulent and the Collector of Customs shall seize 
such merchandise and proceed as in cases of 
foofeiture for violations of the customs laws.’ 

If Canada were to enact sucha law as that 
proposed by the Senate Finance Committee, 
the enforcement of the law would make the 
situation unpleasant for the merchants and 
manufacturers of the United States. 

These statistics of the trade between Can- 
ada and the United States, in connection with 
the reports of sales to Mexico at reduced rates | 
suggest the thought that possibly the appar- 
ent balance of trade between the United States 
and the other countries of the world would be 
greatly increased in our favor if the value of 
our exports were appraised with the same ex- 
actness which characterizes the appraisal of 
foreign merchandise imported into this coun- 
try upon which ad valorem duties are collect- 
ed.

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead is still tending upward. It is ru- 
mored that a large ‘“‘ short” interest exists and 
if this is substantiated itis quite probable that 
the great buH operator will give the bears a 
squeezing by advancing prices still further. 
Trading during the week has been compara- 
tively quiet, consumers taking little or noth- 
ing and speculators buying spasmodically. 
October is the favorite, as the bears are said to 
be “ short” in this delivery. Yesterday there 
were sales on ‘change of 550 tons October at 
5 12%e and 80 tons of November at 4 95c, but 
to-day there was nothing doing on the floor or 
in the outside market, the close being dull at 
510e bid for October and 520e asked, 4 95c 
bid for November and 510 asked. 
There were no bids for December 
and the asking price was 5.10c. Messrs. Everett 
& Post write us from Chicago under date of 
Sept. 29: ‘The week opened with bids by those 
outside the consumptive fraternity, of 4.90@ 
4.95c, and several hundred tons were sold in 
that direction for October delivery. Con- 
sumers are beginning to look around for 
futures, and quictly some lots have been 
placed during the week. At the close prices 
are firm at 4.95¢ and 5c asked for desilverized 
refined. There has been continued buying of 
desilverized lead at St. Louis, principally for 
account of the operators. Since our last 500 
tons October have been taken at 4.90@4.95c, 
and 300 tons Missouri lead at 4.85@4.90c and 
4.9246c. The market closes firm, with little or 
no consumptive demand.” 


The white lead market being now controlled 
by the corroders’ combination has assumed a 
very tirm tone, and nothing is now procurable 
below the combination prices, with the pos- 
sible exception of a few outside lots purchased 
some time since. The advance has not stim- 
ulated the demand to any extent chiefly 
for the reason that the majority of 
buyers were filled up previously and 
are not disposed to come into the market until 
compelled to. The consuming demand is not 
what it should be at this season, but it may be 
called fair, and may improve when the weather 
becomes more settled. Dry lead is very scarce 
and commands extreme prices, but there is 
little demand for it. Two weeks ago it could 
have been bought at 4 85@4 8714c, but now it is 
doubtful if less than 6c net will be accepted. 
The combination prices for lead in oil are 744¢ 
for lots of less than 500 lbs and 7c for 500 lbs and 
over, less 244 per cent for cash in 15 days, and 
an extra discount of \é¢c per lb in 60days. Buy- 
ers of ten tons counting all brands, get a re- 
bate of 4c per lb, payable July 3lst and De- 
cember Ist on purchases and deliveries made 
prior to those dates. 

American oxide of zinc is still quoted at 
previous prices, while the demand has been 
moderate and strictly on the jobbing order, 
We quote 44@4%c, according to quality. 
French zincs are unchanged from last 
week, and continue to rule at 64 
for dry Antwerp red seal in bbls. of 
220% ibs; Paris red seal 634c, and 7iée for 
Paris green seal. Discounts on French are as

merely to supply actual and immediate wants.

other grades in smaller quantities are selling 
at $135@1 45: Domestic makes are in moderate 
request, but the market is without special fea- 
ture, and no important movement can be no- 
ticed.

1834c for arsenic kegs or casks; kegs, 100 to 
150 Ibs,1944c; 14,28 and 56 lb iron cans or boxes 
net weight only, 203{4c; 2 to 51b paper boxes, 
2034c; 1 1b paper boxes, 2114c; 4 lb paper boxes, 
2314c; 14 lb paper boxes, 2544c. Free on board 
at New York, Philadelphia, Boston or Spring- 
field, Mass. On all sales made by jobbers from 
points west of the Alleghanies and New York 
State and in the Southern States, not less 
than 4c per pound must be added. Terms, 
payable July Ist, 1888, Discount 6 per 
cent per annum for unexpired time. No 
brokerage or commission allowed to buyers. 
Rebates subject to rules and regulations made 
in conformity with the request of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association. To buyers 
of pure paris green, purchased from manufac-

Talc.—The jobbing business at hand has been 
moderate, without feature, and the market 
has lacked animation. French continues to 
rule at 14@1%c, and American at %@l<c, as 
to quantity and quality. 

Terra Alba—The market continues almost 
absolutely bare of best quality French, and the 
price is nominally quoted at %@lc per lb, but 
very little is to be had, even at the outside fig- 
ure. We learn that the first parcel to arrive,

WINDOW GLASS. 

The market for American window glass is 
still unsettled, owing to the differences be- 
tween Eastern and Western manufacturers, 
and is difficult to quote. The importers of 
French, on the other hand, are now working 
in harmony,and have fixed a uniform schedule 
of prices. The importers in New York have 
for a long time had an understanding among 
themselves on the question of prices, but have 
been handicapped somewhat by the independ, 
ent attitude of Boston and Philadelphia. After 
repeated efforts to secure the co-operation of 
these latter in maintaining a uniform price, 
the New York men have at last been suceess-

Vegetable Oils. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Oct. 2, 1888, 

The linseed oil market continues in a firm 
position in consequence of light stocks and 
elevated seed market. City oil is quoted at 
the usual figure of 54c, Calcutta oil at 56c, and 
Western on spot or to arrive at 52c. Itis re- 
ported that State oil is realizing 53c in car 
loads. We are also informed that the seed 
crop is being held back by the growers in an- 
ticipation of higher prices. Planters have 
become imbued with the idea that a boom is 
about to be witnessed in all articles of com- 
merce, and they want to share it. Receipts 
of seed in this market are insignificant com- 
pared with last year, and operators cannot 
understand the cause, but attribute it to the 
reason assigned above, 

Cotton oil is gradually moving into con- 
sumers hands and leaving very limited stocks 
to draw upon. This is particularly true of 
prime crude which is difficult to find; lower 
grades are offering in a small wav at 38@40c, 
and they meet with a moderate outlet. The 
nominal price of prime crude oil is 42@45c, 
according to holder, As usual, very little at- 
tention is being directed to forward delivery, 
on account, no doubt, of the general impres- 
sion that much lower values will be witnessed 
before the year is closed. The only interest 
manifested is from the seller’s standpoint, 
offers of crude for the balance of this 
year having been made at &a7}gc, but 
prospective buyers are abiding their time. 
Summer yellow oil on spot is quoted at 50c, 
but it is alleged that 49c would buy prime; 
lower grades as well as prime are in limited 
stock and held at 45@47c. The feeling 
throughout the market is very quiet and the 
principal business transacted is of a jobbing 
character. Winter oils are kept ona steady 
basis and meeting with a moderate demand. 
We are wired from New Orleans to-night that 
crude is quoted at 36@37c, and that seed is 


coming forward slowly.

Ceylon cocoanut ~ oil is firm at the previon 
quotation of 55¢c on spot and 5i¥c for stock on 
the way. A light jobbing business is being 
done. The steamer Nubian is reported on the 
way with 500 tons taken from the disabled 
Tweed, and is due here intwo weeks. Domestic 
cocoanut oil is selling at 53gc, but supplies are 
not pressing on the market, as the production 
is very limited. Cochin oil is still held at the 
advance to 6l4c, caused by higher markets 


, abroad. 


Olive oil seems to be in much better demand 
as cold weather advances. We have sales of 
20,000 gallons Italian at 69c,now held at 70c; 
Malaga oil commands 72@74c, according to 
quality and holder. Olive foots continue 
scarce on spot, with 53g4@5\%4c quoted. A fair 
demand is to be noted. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 

Lard oil remains in a firm position and its 
fluctuations promise to be in favor of holders 
for a while yet, or until the lard market is 
relieved of the speculative fever which has 


controlled it for some months. City pressers 
demand &2iéc for prime oiland while some 
Western brands are quoted above that fig- 
ure, others can be obtained at less. Buyers 
are only meeting immediate necessities. 

Elaine oilis stationary at 37c per gallon for 
car loads. The elevated price has caused a 
falling off in demand, but it is argued that 
present values are below the relative price of 
tallow. Saponified red oil is in a similar 
position. 

Crude sperm oil has advanced 5c per gallon 
in the views of holders, bnt no fresh business 
is reported. The refined grades are firmer in 
consequence, A sale of 700 bbis northern 
crude whale oil has been effected at New Bed- 
ford on private terms, but said to be 37c per 
gallon. The tendency is higher, 

Whalebone has a wide range of values, ac- 
cording to seller, Arctic bone being quoted at 
$3 15@3 50 per lb. Two private transactions 
are reported, including 15,000 lbs Arcticand 
2,000 lbs Japan. Itis claimed however that the 
former realized $315 and the latter $2 50 per 
lb. The total stock is distributed as follows:

Menhaden fish oil is still considered a good 
purchase, and the fortunate fishermen are ad- 
vancing their prices in fractions. There have 
been sales of 2,000 bbls since last writing at 
Bléc, delivered f10m Northern factories, which 
isan advance of Méc over previous quotation, 
That this figure willstill buy, is evidenced by 
the fact that additional offerings were made 
recently at 30}gc, but not accepted in some 
quarters. It is claimed that fishermen whose 
product is tolerably well sold up, will not en- 
tertain anything iess than 3lc. So far, no oil 
from second hands has been offered on the 
market, but it is expected to be after the cl 
of the fishing season. Pressed grades are grad- 
ually ascending the scale of values. 





Mineral Oils. 

Black reduced oils are receiving more atten- 
tion as winter approaches, and dealers are mak- 
ing contracts for future delivery, as they seem 
to be convinced that prices will not be any 


lower during the season. Black oilsfrom Lima 
crude, are being offered in this market at 7c 
for 25 cold test, 8c for 15 test and 6c for sum- 
mer oil, which is 4@lc lower all around than 
the regular market for some brands. Paraf- 
fine oils from Lima tar have been talked about, 
but not offered on this market. Prices, in 
general, are on a firm basis, and while special- 
ties have been advanced, there is no change to 
be noted in regular grades of lubricants, 


The Clark & Warren works at Corry, Pa., 
continue closed. The advertised sale did not 
occur, we are informed, owing to the property 
being withdrawn. It is understood that the 
bids were not satisfactory. 


The sale of alarge interest ina New York 
concern has been the subject of considerable 
comment in the trade owing to sensational 
newspaper reports, but as will be seen by 
reference to another page of the REPORTER, 
the present administration will continue, 





Oil Cake. 

No new life has been imparted to the oil 
cake market, although expectations were in- 
dulged in of an active trade about the open- 
ing of the present month. Business continues 
to be retarded by the small supply of cake yet 
available, still the liberal receipts on through 
bill of lading to foreign ports would indicate 
that European buyers are getting their share 
of the commodity, although ocean freight 
rates are against their interests. New York 
shippers quote the spot market for Western 
cake at $23 50 net, with the inquiry good. The 
New Orleans market to-day was quoted at 
$21 50 per ton for cottonseed cake and $21 76 
for meal,

Crude paraftine wax continues in limited 
supply. There isa demand for 130 to 136 test, 
but these grades are hard to get: the nominal 
price is said to be 5c, but holders of small 
stock are more disposed to ask in the neigh- 
borhood of 6c. The value of 126@128 test con- 
tinues to be 44%@4%c. Refined paraffine wax 
is stationary at previous figures. 

Spermaceti is unchanged in price, and selling 
at 29@30c. 

The lard market is still excited and advanc- 
ing, principally on October deliveries. West- 
ern steam on spot is now quoted at 11.252, and 
city steam at 10.75c. Refined lard has likewise 
advanced to 11.25@12.25c. 

Lard stearine has a better demand and 
quoted higher at 1134@12c for Western and 12c 
for city brands, while oleo stearine is quiet at 
10c. 

Tallow is active and steady at the advance 
to 534@6c, according to packages. Grease has 
a fair demand at previous quotations. 





Naval Stores. 

Spirits of Turpentine—The market for spir- 
itshas not been specially active during the 
past week, and buyers’ wants have not been 
large, rarely being beyond jobbing propor- 
tions. The feeling throughout the week has 
been one of steadiness, and prices have been 
well upheld, but it is expected that upon the 
arrival of supplies now afloat, that an easier 
feeling will predominate and that lower prices 
willrule. Both the foreign market and that 
at the primary source have become some- 
what easier, but to-day’s closing quotation at 
this port shows an advance over that reported 
at the same time last week. The market was 
firm at the close to-day, with 42c as the ruling 
price. 

i {Rosin—The business in rosin has been slow 
owing to the fact that buyers are awaiting 
samples of fresh supplies which are due very 
shortly, when the market is again expected to 
liven up and active trading ensue. Quotations 
forthe most part are unchanged from last 
week, only H and K being altered. The mark-

Estimation of Parafline, Ceresin and 
Mineral Oils in Fats and Waxes. 


F. M. HORN, 


About 5 to 6 gms. of the substance is weighed 
out ina porcelain dish having a diameter of 6 
to 10cm., and to it is added 2 to 3 gms. solid 
sodium or potassium hydroxide, so that there 
will be an excess of alkali, which partly com- 
bines with the carbon dioxide of the air, to 
form carbonate. Then about 80 cc. absolute 
alcohol is added, and the whole mass is stirred 
with a glass rod while heated on a water bath. 
The saponification takes place very rapidly 
and completely, and the soap dries in a very 
short time, making the addition of sand or so- 
dium carbonate superfluous, especially if the 
mass is carefully divided up witha glass rod as 
soon ag it has assumed a pasty consistency. 
The dried soap is placed in a paper capsule 
the particles adhering to the dish being easily 
removed by a spatula, and the last portions 
washed out with a little warm chloroform. 
The chloroform solution is poured on the soap 
in the capsule, and the latter is placed ina 
Soxhlet extraction apparatus. The capsule is 
then closed and pressed down to the bottom 
of the apparatus, after which the apparatus is 
set together and the mass extracted with 
chloroform, The solution of paraffine or 
mineral oil in chloroform is poured into a 
tared glass dish (if the solution is turbid it 
must first be filtered), and the chloroform 
evaporated off on a water bath, after which 
the residue is dried for 2 hours in an air bath 
at 105° to 110° C., because the residue tenace- 
ously holds back the chloroform. After cool- 
ing in the desiccator, it is weighed. 

In estimating paraffine wax, it is to be borne 
in mind,that beeswax contains more than 50 of 
unsaponifiable constituents (myricylic alcohol) 
which dissolve in chloroform and must be separ- 
ated from the paraffine. 5—6 gms of the adult- 
erated wax are saponified as above, and then 
treated in the following manner: The mixture 
of myricylic alcohol and paraffine is boiled with 
acetic anhydride, when the myricylic acid 
enters solution as an ether, while the paraffine 
separates in oily drops on the surface of the 
liquid. The solution is filtered through a 
dense paper filter, ina hot water funuel, and 


the remaining paraffine is washed repeatedly 
with acetic anhydride, and then with water, 
There will be no loss of paraffine, as long as the 
filter remains wet, and one-third filled with 
water; if, however, the filter becomes dried by 
the heat, paraffine may penetrate it, and cause 
aloss. A hot filter isof great advantage, be- 
cause the acetic acid can easily be washed out 
as long as the paraffine does not solidify. The 
washed paraffine and filter are then placed in 
asmall beaker and dried, after which the par- 
affine is dissolved in petroleum ether or chior- 
oform, poured into a tared dish and dried and 
weighed. 

Glacial acetic acid may be used in place of 
acetic anhydride, but it is not so well adapted 
as the latter, because on cooling the acetic 
ether of the myricylic alcohol separates. As 
soon as cooled, the filtrate forms a thick 
magma. 

If the wax also contains rosin, which is gen- 
erally the case when adulterated with paraf- 
fine, the quantitative estimation of the par- 
affine is nevertheless perfect.—Drog. Ztg. 
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An Oil Region Reminiscence. 


* Many years ago, when the oil craze was at 
its height,” said Benjamin W. Hitchcock, of 
this city, to a reporter, ““I became interested 
in oil speculation. There is a curious 
geological formation of rock in Vance- 
burg, Ky., where the shale rock by some freak 
of nature has become saturated with petro- 
leum. After an examination by an oil expert 
a company was formed, which purchased a 
large tract of land in that locality. We imme- 
diately began operations. The scheme was to 
build a large number of iron retorts. Into 
these the rock containing the petroleum was 
put, and through the action of fire the oil 
was extracted from the stone. We were at con- 
siderable expense in establishing our plant, and 
the old rascal from whom we purchased the 
property was made manager. We were get- 
ting along very nicely in our oil production 
when the bottom fell out of the market be- 
cause oil was struck in such large quantitie- 
in Pennsylvania. The price declined so rap- 
idly that we could not compete with the wells, 
and so the enterprise fell through. The com- 
pany had invested $38,000, and the only thing 
to show was the nest of iron retorts. One of 
the company was Col. Robert Miles, late of 
the Bijou Opera House of this city. When oil 
declined in price we discharged Capt. McCall, 
the man from whom we had purchased the 
property and who had been acting as superin- 
tendent, in order to reduce expenses. 

He was very angry, and declared that we 
couldn’t discharge him, that all the iron re- 
torts were on his property,and the 240 acres 
which we had bought did not include the three 
acres on which the retorts stood. I imme- 
diately brought a civil action against McCall 
for false conveyance of property and com- 
pelled him to give title for the three acres upon 
which he had built the retorts. Then the title 
was transferred to one Mr. Hawley of Cincin- 
nati. 1 omitted, however, to tell anything 
about the retorts, and so when McCall called 
upon him he agreed to sell the three acres for 
$1,000. 

About a month later one evening I was 
standing in the lobby of the National Theatre 
in Cincinnati when Capt, McCall’s son, John, 
came in. He was very drunk. WhenlI asked 
him what his business was in the city he said: 
“Oh, father has broken up those old petroleum 
retorts at Vanceburg and loaded them on toa 
flat boat. He told me that if I brought them 
down to the Globe Iron Works and delivered 
them for $1,000 cash he would give me $100. 
But the confounded old flatboat has stuck on 
a bar out here in the river; so I left her and 
came ashore to wait till the river rises.” 

“Well, I saw John to bed ata hotel,” said 
Mr. Hitchcock, “and at daylight next morn- 
ing Col. Miles and myself obtained a writ of 
replevin for the company’s iron, hired a tug, 
pulled the flatboat off the bar, towed it to the 
Globe Iron Works and got the $1,000 for the 
old iron. I never heard from Capt. McCall 
after that, and so we concluded that he had 
abandoned the idea of repurchasing the three 
acres. I have operated in music, printing, real 
estate and many other things since then, but 
that was the funniest experience I had in the 
oil business.

Trust Nonsense. 


The newspapers of the country appear to be 
becoming trust-mad, judging from the con- 
stant reports which are being presented to the 
people by the papers and the Associated Press 
dispatches of the formation of trusts, If any 
such number of trusts had been formed as has 
been stated by the daily papers they would 
control the main lines of business in this 
country and we all know they do not. 

It is becoming difficult for a person who 
takes special interest in the development of 
these peculiar and abstruse business combina- 
tions to remember even the names of the 
alarming number of apparently hideous mon- 
opolies which are being discovered menacing 
the business liberty and financial happiness of 
the community. If any of these newspaper 
trusts while not purely imaginary, are based 
upon exceedingly frail foundations of facts. 

Thus two of the latest so-called trusts are 
the “rice trust” and the “tropical fruit trust.” 
The first was reported to be formed for the 
control of the entire domestic rice trade of 
the country and the second the management 


of the entire trade in the United States, of the 
West Indian and Central American fruits. 
In fact, however, the rice trust dwindles 
down to an intention to erect a new rice mill 
in the South, costing $250,000 and provided 
with the best and improved machinery for 
milling rice and obtaining a superior product 
at a less cost. 

The “tropieal fruit trust’? becomes, in the 
light of investigation, merely a company 
formed for the purpose of buying seme thou- 
sands of acres of land in Honduras and other 
parts of Central America, for the raising of 
bananas, etc., and the improvement of the 
steamship service between Central America 
and New Orleans, whereby the fruit could be 
brought forward cheaper and in better order 
and distributed through the West at a better 
profit and perhaps at lower prices. 

These are certainly legitimate business en- 
terprises. Any pool or combinations similar 
to what have existed for years are now im- 
mediately dubbed trusts, and any business 
enterprise, which involves the expenditure oi 
over a few hundred thousands of dollars is at 
once seized upon and held up for public op- 
probrium as a dangerous monopoly. This is 
not as it should be. Itis misleading and mis- 
informing the public. It is due to careless 
writing and a slovenly haste to present news, 
if interesting, without ascertaining its correct- 
ness. If the energetic reporters of the daily 
press continue, we shall soon hear reports 
that the enterprising buyer, who sees a busi- 
ness opportunity and takes it, has formed a 
trust for the control of the squash produc- 
tion of Squeedunk, or the cranberry culture 
in Cotuit, or the peanut peddling in Phila- 
delphia. Itis time that the senseless rot about 
trusts should stop, and the papers and politi- 
cians treat them fairly as they are few in 
number and,’at present not exceedingly dan- 
gerous, andin fact, sometimes resulting in 
reduced prices to consumers.— Boston Commer 
cial Bulletin,

Transparent Soaps. 


The fats used in the preparation of trans- 
parent soap are cocoanut oil, tallow and castor 
oil. The proportion of the different fats may 
almost be taken at will, for a transparent soap 
will always be formed when the three fats are 
used. When good lathering soaps are to be 
made, the cocoanut oil must be used in ex- 
cess, and any white cocoanut oil will answer. 

‘These soaps, can be prepared with or withont 
glycerin, from a charge consisting of; 

50% cocoanut oil. 

30% tallow. 

20% castor oil. 

60% caustic soda laye of 36° B. 

The cardinal point of scccess in all these 
soaps, lies principally in effecting a thorough 
saponification, and when no alcohol is used, 
patience must be had until it is effected. When 
alcohol is employed, 1 liter of spirit is mixed 
with thelye and the mixture is quickly added 
to the fat, heated to about 75° C. When Cey- 
lon and copra cocoanut oil are used, it is pos- 
sible to have a thoroughly combined soap, as 
soon asthe lyeis added. But it is always advan- 
tageous to keep the boiler well covered for at 
least one hour, then gradually apply heat, and 
await the formation of a paste curd. Whether 
the lye and fat were thoroughly combined 
can only be determined after heating. A thor- 
oughly combined soap adheres to the kettle, 
while one which is not completely combined 
separates the oil and only enters combination 
after long continued crutching.§ 

To convert the stock soap iuto transparent 
soap, sugar solution it added. When glycerin 
and alcohol is used % ¢# distilled water is used 
for dissolving 1% sugar. If, however, neither 
alcohol nor glycerin is employed, more water 
is taken for the sugar solution, and the soap 
is hardened with crystal soda or salt. Water 
must be added to the fluid soap until it forms 
a perfect liquid, and shows no more separated 
curd, With a little experience the proper pro 
portions can readily be determined by the ap- 
pearance of the glass test, which should be 
clear and hard.—Seifenf.

During the past week there have been few 
features of special interest, although there 
has been more activity in trading and the 
range of prices has been considerably higher. 
The immediate cause of the advance was the 
liberal purchases made by a prominent opera- 
tor, who withdrew the certificates from the 
market, thus causing a temporary scarcity: 
Subsequently ap advance in refined tended to 
sustain the market for crude and no decided 
reaction followed such as has succeeded pre- 
vious spurts to the middle nineties. As the 
situation warrants the higher figures the bull 
party are confident of maintaining their posi- 
tion. The statistics continue favorable to 
high prices, the deliveries exceeding the runs 
by an average of about 35,000 barrels per 
day while the exports show an increase, the 
amount required to supply the foreign de- 
mand being greater than the production. This 
means a decrease of stocks to the amount of 
the demand for home consumption. The only 
feature favorable to the bear interest, but an 
important one, is the increase in new drilling 
operations during the month in the fields 
where the shut-down had been in force dur- 
ing the past year. Although no 
important new well has as yet been drilled it 
is the possibility of a new field or gusher being 
discovered at any moment that tends to make 
the bull operator cautious and the bear on the 
alert to take advantage of the first indications 
of such anevent. The market lacks what it 
has lacked for months, active trading. Al- 
though there has been an improvement dur- 
ing the past week, there 1s still an absence of 
interest on the part of the public, which is so 
necessary to make the full influence of the 
decreasing stocks felt. At present the supply 
and demand appears to have little influence 
on prices, and operators, appear to care little 
whether the deliveries exceed the runs at the 
rate of 10,000 or 25,000 barrels per day. The 
transactions continue to be principally made 


up of scalping operations and _ these 
are governed by influences foreign to 
those which prompt operations for tem- 
porary investment by those who look 
to the permanency of values as governed 
by the legitimate trade influences. 


Another feature that perhaps few will ac- 
knowledge has been as a millstone hanging 
over the speculative market, is the large block 
of several millions of barrels held in reserve 
for the members of the P. P. A. and which the 
operators always expect will be thrown on the 
market when there is an advance well into the 
nineties. These 6,000,000 barrels have been the 
bugbear that has prevented many outsiders 
from investing on the long side, they arguing 
that should they by their investments help to 
bring the oil to the dollar mark this oil would 
be dumped on the market and they would 
be left out in the cold—they would be 
shorn as they have been in times past. 
The transactions during the past week show 
an increase over those of the previous 
week, the sales footing up 5,857,000 bbls 
against 4,432,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 17,930,000 bbis, against 18,481,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the other four exchanges 
amounted to 4',360,000 bbls against 51,785, 00) 
bbls for the preceding week. The high- 


est price of the week was reached on 
Friday, when 963gc was touched. The low- 


est point of the week was 9%3c, and was 
touched on Wednesday. The opening price 
last Wednesday was 9%3c, and the close this 
evening was at 945¢c, showing a gain as the 
result of the week's trading of 15gc, while the 
extreme range of fluctuations forthe week 
was 3%¢c. 

In the Clarion field, which attracted so much 
attention there has been a decrease in the 
production of fully 1,000 bbls during the week, 
There is but one wellin the field that is flow- 
ing, and at a high estimate the best pumper 
may be placed at 150 bbls. The total number 
of producing wells is 19, with an aggregate 
production of anywhere between 600 or 800 
bbls., and the bulk of this is from six or seven 
wells. Crowding lines is one of the chief 
characteristics of the field, and the reporter 
counted 14 producing wells; wells drilling and 


rigs up on tne small space of 600 feet 
square. Seven wells were completed 
in September, and their present pro- 


duction may be summed up as follows:

Petroleum in China. 


The Viceroy of Canton, the famous Chang 
Chihtung, has, says the London Times, ac 
dressed a memorial to the Emperor which 
contains a terrible indictment of kerosene oil. 
He brings a long series of charges against. it 
Not long ago it caused the destruction of 400 
houses in Swatow; just before it burnt asteam- 
er to the water’s edge, taking the lives of about 
800 persons; shortly after it burnt out 1,000 
families in Canton and destroyed $10,000,000 
worth of property. It is responsible for nine- 
tenths of the fires occurring every winter in 
the city of Canton, aud therefore the Viceroy 
denounces it. He declares that it has done 
incalculable injury to life and property; that 
it is worse than opium, being more swift and 
terrible in its deadliness, and that it has almost 
destroyed the native industry in peanut, colza 
and bean oil. On account of these evil deeds 
the Viceroy did his best last year to kill the 
trade in kerosene by raising the inland transit 
dues, but in vain. The vitality of the des- 
troyer was too much even for him, so he now 
approaches the throne to seek for aid in the 
struggle with the foreign trader who under 
the guise of friendship insists on profiting 
himself by introducing an article highly in- 
urious to the welfare of China. There is no 
difficulty, pursues his Excellency, in the way 
of putting a stop to the baneful traffic in this 
illuminant, because by the treaty of 1881 with 
America provision was made to limit Chinese 
immigration to that countray and prevent its 
increase, as the competition of Chinese labor 
was found to be objectionable, and “if they 
can prohibit our going there because labor is 
injurious to their interests, we have an equa) 
right to prohibit the importation of kerosene 
when it isinjurious to us. The law that na- 
tions have aright to protect their own inter- 
ests and prevent injury being done to their 
people applies to both countries alike, if there 

be any justice; and when either government 
acts on this principle no objection can be 


raised by the other.’ On this principle, there- 
fore, the Viceroy would instantly have a stop 
put to the import of the most important arti- 
cle of American trade with China. 
a OS 
Insurance and Fuel Oil. 


A triangular fight is brewing between the 
Standard Oil Company, the board of under- 
writers, manufacturers, and others who have 
used or would like to use fuel oil instead of 
coal, Since the construction of the pipe line 
from Lima, O., fuel oil can be had in abun- 
dance. Large manufacturers take kindly to 
it, but the insurance men are determined to 
keep the stuff out of the city. The city 
council can control the conditions, but it can- 
not control insurance rates, hence the insur- 
ance men lave the whip hand. Representative 
men of the three interests have been inter- 
viewed on the subject. 

Captain C. W. Owston, manager of the fuel 
department of the Standard Oil Company, 
with headquarters at Cleveland, O., has been 
in the city for several days. ‘“‘We have made 
no positive arrangements as yet for the laying 
of any private lines from our storage tanks in 
south Chicago,” he said, “although we have 
one or more in contemplation. We have 
nothing whatever to do with the ordinance 
pow pending before the city council proposing 
to provide for and regulate the distribution of 
fuel oil within the city limits. That ordinance 
was evidently gotten up and its passage is 
being urged by persons desirous of creating 
the impression that we are behind it. I do not 
see the use of laying pipe lines through the 
built-up portion of the city, at least for the 
present. 

“The first line run from our reservoirs in 
Sonth Chicago will probably connect with 
the South Cnicaxo rolling mills. If it is laid 
it will be a three-inch pipe three-fourths of a 
mile long and the oil will be sucked through 
by pumps. We are now.supplying the Union 
Steel works with about 1,400 bbls. a day, de- 
livered by railroad tank cass. In the North 
Chicago rolling mills of South Chicago oil has 
not as yet been used for fuel, but the proprie- 
tors have the matter under consideration. 
should they conclude to use oil instead of coal 
it will take 1,500 bbls. a day to supply them. 
In this case, also, delivery would be by cars. 
At the Joliet [ron and Steel works, at Joliet, 
experiments are now in progress to test the 
comparative cost of coal andfuel oil. Coal is 
cheaper there than in Chicago. Should the 
decision be in favor of oil we would ship it in 
cars direct from South Chicago, which point 
is now the base of supplies for the west and 
northwest, as well as for all pointsin the im- 
mediate vicinity of Chicago east and south, 
Three large consumers pay a fraction less 
than 60 cents a berrel of 42 gallons. Having 
this pipe laid in contemplation long before 
work was done on it we reduced the price of 
oil to a pipe-line basis, therefore no reduction 
has been made since the opening of the line.” 

Capt. Owston continued: “The use of fuel 
oil in Chicago has revolutionized brick-mak- 
ing. All of the large kilns are now burned by 
oil. There is a saving of 50 per cent. in time, 
labor and fuel.” 

The single pumping station at Lima, O., is 
now forcing through an eight-inch pipe, 207 
miles long, to South Chicago, a steady stream 
of oilaggregating 5,000 bbls. a day. As yet 
there is no intermediate station, and in that 
respect the Lima-Chicago line is remarkable, 
it being the longest ever constructed depend- 
ent upon a single pumping station. At Lake- 
ton, Ind.,a summit about midway between 
Lima and Chicago, an intermediate pumping 
station is being erected, which, when com- 
pleted, will nearly double the flow of oil with- 
out increasing the pressure. The increase 
will be from 41 to 42 per cent, and as the de- 
livery is now 5,000 bbls. per day, it will be in- 
creased to 9,000 bbls. At 60c.a bbl. the gross 
value would be but $4.20 a minute, $252 an 
hour, $3,024 a day of 12 hours, and $1,104,416 a 
year. By doubling the capacity and the 
hours, the delivered product would be quad- 
rupled—that is, brought up to nearly 7,000,000 
bbls. per year. These figures are enormous 
and would naturally suggest the inquiry: 
“Where is this vast volume to come from?” 
The answer is simple. The Standard Oil Com- 
pany has to-day, and will have to-morrow and 
every day in the week and every week in the 
year, 5,000,000 bbls. in its iron tanks in what is 
known as the “Lima field,” 

The Standard Oil Company is not a producer 
in the sense of owning and operating oil wells. 
It isa purchaser of the product of the wells, 
and at Lima, as elsewhere, controls by con- 
tract, by far the greater portion of it, convey- 
ing it from the wells to the company’s storage 
tanks through local pipe lines. There is no 
trunk pipe line leading out of Limaexcept the 
Chicago line. This made its first delivery at 
South Chicago about Aug. 1, but it was not 
till Aug. 25 that the company began loading 
tank cars there. Already four tanks, or reser- 
voirs, each having a capacity of 35,000 bbis., 
have been completed, and a fifth is under way. 
In response for the present demand for fuel 
oil only two tanks are in daily use. Prior to 
the completion of the pipe line the daily con- 
sumption in Chicage and immediate vicinity 
was from 2,000 to 2,500 bbis. It has increased 

1,000 bbls. a day and is steadily increasing. 

Captain Owston was asked if the insurance 
companies did not discriminate against risks 
on premises when fuel oil was used, In reply 
he said; 





“We claim that the absence of; sparks, cin- 
ders, etz., makes the use of fuel oil safer than 
that of coal or wood. We have over one hun- 
dred plants, and we have never had a fire in 
one of them that was constructed under 
superintendance. Up to the present time 
there has been no move in local insurance cir- 
cles so far as I am informed.” 

H. A. Gray, treasurer of the Union Steel 
Company, said his firm had found five distinct 
advantages in the use of fuel oil. 

1. A direct saving in cost, mainly in labor, 
although slightly in material. 

2. In perfect uniformity of steam pressure, 
which is practically an impossibility when coal 
is used, 

3. The water never boils over into the cylin- 
ders of the engines as it is likely to do when 
coalis unevenly fired. 

4, There is a saving in yard room, owing 
to the much smaller number of cars to be 
nandled. 

5. The smoke inspector has no grudge 
against the establishment. 

“Formerly,” said Mr. Gray, ‘‘we would vomit 
enough smoke in one day to blacken the whole 
city. Now our engine rooms are as clean as a 
good housekeeper’s kitchen. Another point, 
which properly comes under the head of ex- 
penses, is the saving in space for the storage 
of ashes and cinders, which is no inconsider- 
able affair.” 

“Have the insurance agents increased the 
rates on the ground of increased risk ?” 

“We don’t admit that there is any increase 
of risk, The insurance men talked the matter 
over and a few of them ‘socked it’ to us 
slightly. Maycr Roche has visited the works 
and thoroughly inspected them. He and other 
city officials are satisfied that we have taken 
all due precautions, and when we come to re- 
new our pplicies next spring we won’t stand 
any nonsense from the insurance men.” 

“On what grounds do they hold that the 
risk is increased ?” 

“They claim that there is danger of the 
storage tanks exploding. We heve two of 
them, of a joint capacity of 32,000 bbls., but 
they are hundreds of feet away from the 
building and each is surrounded by a brick 
wall twenty feet high.” 

“How long have you been burning fuel oil?’ 

“Since we started up the works, March 2lst 
last, so you see the days of experiment are 
past. We do not want to go back to coal. We 
are now using fuel oil at our works only for 
making steam, but we are experimenting as to 
its use on ingots and blooms, with every pros- 
pect of success. In that event we can dispense 
with five hundred to six hundred tons of coke 
a day.” 

“What guaranty have you that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company will not run up the price of 
oil?” 

“The best in the world. That company 
merely buys and markets the product of oth- 
ers. There are in every oil field many pro- 
ducers who do not and will not sell to it. We 
could make contracts with these outsiders? 
build tank cars, and help ourselves, just as we 
do to coke, and to a limited extent to ore, to- 
day. But when I said they could defy the 
Standard Oil Company I had forgotten the 
proposed amendment to the Inter-state com- 
merce act introduced by Congressman Frank 
Lawler the other day, prohibiting private in- 
dividuals or corporations from owning rolling 
stock. What under the sun Lawleris driving 
at ismore than [cantell. It is not a move in 
favor of individual or private corporations, as 
it can not be said to be to the advantage of the 
railroad companies, because they are only too 
glad to haul private cars. They save in orig- 
inal cost, repairs, and wear and tear, and these 
private cars help them out at times when they 
haven't rolling stock of their own to meet the 
volume of trafiic. 

“I said we were experimenting with fuel oil 
on ingots and blooms. If it works well we 
shall tear down twenty gas producers, which 
will sell for very little more than old iron. We 
spend tens of thousands of dollars a year in 
experiments, which do not enter directly into 
the cost of product. To-day we put in a cost- 
ly appliance, an improvement on the old, and 
next year something better comes along. Im- 
provements are being constantly improved 
and the manufacturers who fail to keep pace 
with them soon drops out of the race.” 


William R. Kerr, of the insurance firm of 
W. H. Cunningham & Co., said: “There isa 
feature that nobody except the Standard Oil 
Company and the underwriters seem to have 
observed. The Standard Oil Company can 
find a market for only a certain quantity of 
refined oil, and that is but a fraction of the 
product it controls in the crude state. If it 
can sell its vast accumulations of the crude 
material for fuel, thus getting it off its hands 
at remunerative figures, it can then run up 
the price of refined oil enormously. Every 
cottager and all working people are interested 
in this. Were fuel oil to be brought into gen- 
eral use, kerosene used for illuminating pur- 
poses would bring four or five times as much 
as it does now.” 

“Why did Warren F. Leland stop the use of 
fuel oil at the Leland hotel ?” 

“Because we raised the rate onhim. And 
then there was always more or less odor of an 
unpleasant kind arising from the furnace. In 
cloudy days it would be held down near the 
surface of the ground and was disagreeable to 
passers-by. The chief of the tire department 
regarded the storage tank as dangerous, as in 


case of fire in adjoining buildings it was liable 
to explode.” 

Mr. Leland, of the Leland hotel, is not in ac- 
cord with the underwriters on any of the 
points raised. He said: ‘In November last, I 
had a 30-barrel steel tank placed under the 
sidewalk in the alley, thoroughly protected. 
In the pipe leading to the engine room there 
were safety cocks to prevent the backward 
flow of ignited oil, though they were entirely 
superfluous, as the incline was toward the 
furnace. Soon after I began to use oil as fuel 
a member of the board of underwriters came 
around, made an inspection and reported 
everything in good shape. The next thing I 
knew the board raised my rate of insurance 1 
per cent, and I stopped using oil after a 
month’s experience,” 

“Were you satisfied with the experiment?” 

“Perfectly. It is the cleanest and the best 
fuel in every respect that I have ever used. I 
saved $5 aday in fuel and more than five per 
cent. in damage to {furniture by smoke and 
soot, There was not a whiff of odor, except, 
perhaps, for a few minutes when the tank was 
being filled. I am firmly convinced that a 
street tank, well bricked up, and having a 
vent pipe leading to the top of the building to 
carry off the vapor, could not be made to ex- 
plode if the hottest kind of a fire was built 
directly underneath. It is by all odds the 
prettiest fuel for hotel use.” 

Some time ago P. D. Armour & Co. made 
some experiments with fuel oil at their great 
packing house in the town of Lake. 

“We were well satisfied with it,” said Mr. 
Webster, one of the firm, “but the insurance 
companies raised the rates so that we did not 
think it advisable to adopt it as a regular 
fuel. We still have it in contemplation, how- 
ever, and regard it as the fuel of the future. 
In a recent conversation the president of the 
Michigan Carbon Company, of Detroit, told 
me his company had been using the oil for 
some time, and it .had given the best of satis- 
faction.’’—Chicago Times. 

History of Natural Gas. 

To the stranger at our gates it might be said 
that natural gas, the one of nature's gifts that 
is put to such extended use in this city, is not 
a new thing by any means. George Washing- 
ton and the Indians before him used to apply 
the torch to “burning springs,” and the 
lamented George even in those early days 
appreciated to some extent the importance of 
the find. Neither is it found in this State 
alone or indeed in this country. The pros- 
pector may find it in varying quantities in 
almost every State and Territory under the 
Stars and Stripes. So also is it to be found for 
the search in the provinces from Ontario to 
the wilder wastes of Manitoba. Then through- 
out Europe it is distributed, so to speak, with 
alavish hand, ana even the benighted Peon 
has all the privileges of appreciation if they 
only knew its utility and had the industries in 
which to utilize it, for the writer recently saw 
the Mexicans kneeling to a counterpart of 
what the Persians worshiped centuries ago. 
That China utilized it for fuel and light over 
four hundred years ago and do s0 still is a 
chestnut as ancient as anything in jurispru- 
dence upon which the mind of man runneth 
not to the contrary, but China is not the 
scene of a network of pipe lines costing away 
up in the thousands per mile, or “gilded” 
places to sell the stock of the concerns con- 
trolling it, capitalized away up in the millions, 
From the wells, which are deeper even than 
many of those in the Washington county field, 
the fuel is carried to points of consumption in 
bamboo pipe and utilized at the business end 
of clay burners. Pittsburg, then, is not alone 
blessed by nature in this respect, but what 
she seems to deserve credit for is the readiness 
with which her citizens contribute means for 
its introduction in commerce and the arts. It 
may be, too, that nature has granted this sec- 
tion special favors in the shape of a more 
abundant supply; but this point it is as well 
to leave in dispute until the drill has done its 
work for other sections. 

The first point in this country at which the 
gas was employed in a commercial way was at 
Fredonia,New York,where in 1821 the town was 
lighted by the product of a well in which gas 
was found while in search of salt water. Ti- 
dioute and several of the small oil towns com- 
menced using gas fifteen to eighteen years ago, 
but not until 1875 did local capitalists awake 
to the importance of gas as a fuel and risk 
the means neeessary for piping it to furnaces. 
This was when Spang, Chalfant & Co. pur- 
chased the product of a well at Lardentown, 
Butler county, and have’since continued to 
use it for heating purposes In glassmaking, 
the Rochestor tumbler works, at Rochester, 
Pa., were the pioneers and in plate glass J. B. 
Ford, at the Pittsburg plate glass Works at 
Creighton, Pa., in 1883. Salt was boiled with 
it at East Liverpool, O., and it was tried later 
in burning pottery in the same village. In 
1874 Peter Neff began the manufacture of 
lamp black from gas at GamBier, Ohio, since 
which time similar works have been establish- 
edand abandoned in both the Washington 
and Murraysville fields. The strangest part 
of all, however, is the fact that Pittsburg cap- 
italists and manufacturers did not appreciate 
the importance of piping the gas for fuel for 
years after its wonderful usefulness was dem. 
onstrated, All this time the McGuigan well, 
in what isnowthe Washington field and the 
Haymaker in the Murraysville field, so called 
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after the man who was killed in the effort to 
hold possession, and for which Milton Weston 
donned prison garb, were belching forth mil- 
Pittsburg was all 
this time equidistant from two great belts of 
gas-bearing strata, for such they proved to be 
after the hundreds of wells now producing 
Finally gas was declared 
usually the case, when 
Pitteburg once got the craze she got 
.For months almost every other 
igsue of the Leader announced the formation 
of anew company, very many of which got 
down to business of piping gas, and many 
others (very fortuhately for those interested)

cess, for at one time there was big money in 


organizing companies to sell out to the oppo- 
rition. Most money so made, however, seems 


to have had wings, for very many cases could 
be cited where it took flight during the craze 
for speculation in gas stocks that followed 
fast upon the heels of the craze for organ- 
izing gas companies. Indeed numerous cases 
might be cited where thousands of dollars 
made by selling out by parties who never in- 
tended to pipe gas, was lost in speculating in 
the stock of the concern scared into doing the 
buying. There is no longer any money in op- 
position schemes, for the business of supply- 
ing gaseous fuel isno longer an experiment, 
and when this much is said the natural gas 
problem is solved. The query that was on 
every tongue a year or so ago, “will the wells 
produce always,’’ has been answered in the 
vegative. Nature’s fleld for supply, and she 
never does things by halves, is large, but un- 
fortunately for the average gas stockholder 
nature does not provide pipe lines—an expen- 
sive luxury at best. It is, then, necessary to 
renew the plant at periods varying with the 
life of the wells, and all of which in exchange 
parlance would make a speculator a bull on 
gas buta bear on gas stocks. In view of the 
world of benefit we have derived from the 
gas it will certainly cause the future genera- 
tions to chuckle on learning how thousands of 
people of this city fought against introducing 
it, while the more enterprising here as well as 
the millions lying in cities less favored by na- 
ture watched our movements with a jealous 
eye. The manufacturer was chary about 
bringing the new fuel to his furnaces lest 
others should do likewise and a gas main be 
run past his dwelling. Thisthe wife could not 
tolerate, while the domestic in households 
where the love for money predominated 
over fear, made rapid strides for more 
congenial quarters. In every quarter of 
the city the cry of danger was raised on 
witnessing the approach of the linemen, and 
in more than one instance the Eastern news- 
Papers were made to teem with tales of wreck 
and ruin that must come from the conveyance 
of gas through the streets of the city, Neither 
were these stories without effect, The staii 
Quaker City fathers joined hands with their 
Vrother insurance men in the metropolis and 
he result was a wholesale withdrawal of as- 
‘surance against fire risks in this section where 
the gas was used or on property contiguous 
‘thereto. ‘Worse than dynamite,” was indeed 
@ tmiodest term compared to many of those 
tise in attempts to convey an idea of the ex- 
tent of the supposed danger. Just here oc- 
d@urred @ crisis—a critical period in the history 
of Pittsburg that will be heard with far more 
interést years bence than now; a time when it 
Was nécessary to decide, and very quickly, 
whether a single step involving twenty years’ 
Progress should be taken, or whether we 
‘@iould yo back twety years, and to the credit 
of the then Smoky City, she decided promptly 
ih'favor of progress. The Eastern companies 
were given bacx their policies, which were 
éden replaced bo others from home companies, 
under certain restrictions yet in vogue, and 
lie résult has been satisfactory to the assured 
and frigurer. Ina word, the gas had come to 
‘Stay (while it would last), and that it should 
‘stand the critical test incident to the con- 
tempt of men ever ready to fight any icnova- 
tion was inevitable. And what a change! 
The tholisands of smokeless furnaces testify 
‘to thie fact that though we may balk in the 
march we make the journey, and the stranger 
itids in the forked tongues of fame that issue 
Trom the tall stand pipes a symbol of fear and 
prejudice vanquished by enterprise. Neither 
does womankind longer object to its use. 
With the advent of gas the coal bucket, ash 
pan, and last but not least in point of promi- 
nence (in the death role), the coal oil can, took 
their departure. Fatilities in fact are out of 
the question, with. ordinary care, and. the 

number of conflagrations greatly lessened. 
“Pittsburg gets her gas mainly from Murrays- 
ville and Washington county wells. These 
Wells drain from sands constituting possibly 
the ‘thore prolific gas strata of what might be 
‘termed the southern oil and gas field. _ Geo- 
graphically this inclddes southwestern Penn- 
‘sylvania, southeastern Ohio, West Virginia and 
‘eastern Kentucky. The new field can be said 
Yo commence at aline drawn eastward from 
the Thorn Creek field to the Allegheny moun- 
tains, and westward from the same field to the 
Citicinnati axis. The line running eastward 
from ‘Thorn Creek will pass through the coun- 
‘tes ‘of “Armstrong, Indiana and. Clearfield, 
taking in all of Armstrong county south of 
 almiost’all of Indiana county, and 


‘the southern tier of townships in Clearfield 
Westward this line will take in all of 


vounty. 
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Beaver county and in Ohio will pass through 
the counties of Columbiana, Stark, Wayne, 
&c. Geographically it lies in the great syncli- 
nal trough of the Allegheny coal basin. This 
basin lies between the Allegheny mountains 
on the east and the Cincinnati axis or arch on 
the west,and extends from the lake regions in 
asouthwesterly direction through the Ten- 
nessee, including within its boundaries west- 
ern Pennsylvania, eastern Ohio, West Virginia 
and eastern Kentucky. The Cincinnati arch 
referred to enters the state of Ohio from the 
south, at a point on the Ohio river a few miles 
east of Cincinnati, it passes through the state 
in a northeasterly direction, and enters Lake 
Erie near the western end of Sandusky bay. 
The “arch” is described by Prof. J.S. Newberry 
as follows: “A great fold of the strata raised 
at the close of the lower Silurian age, when it 
formed two islands, one in Tennessee, the 
otherin Kentucky and Ohio, around which 
the more recent rocks were deposited on a 
sloping shore.”” The basin has a dip to the 
southwest following the trend of the Alle- 
gheny mountains of about twenty-four feet 
to the mile, which accounts for the difference 
in the depth at which the gasisfound in Wash- 
ington county as compared with that at Mur- 
raysville. The section or local basin defined 
by the Washington county lines may truly be 
referred to as the most important of the gas 
and oilage. Here we have six different strata, 
namely, “Manifold,” “Duffield,” “Gantz,” ‘*50- 
foot,” “Stray” and “Gordon,” any one of 
which may be found to be productive of either 
gas or oil, hence the producer has a double 
purpose when pointing the drill, and because 
of which it is reasonably certain that drilling 
will go on until declinations of gas as well as 
oil-bearing strata are clearly marked. 

In the Murraysville field the gas strata is 
reached at depths varying from 1,500 to 1,650 
and in the Wishington field at a depth exceed- 
ing 2,200 feet. When first brought in these 
wells varied in pressure from 450 to 650 
pounds, a force the extent of which can be 
better appreciated when it is stated that it 
would tear the flesh from the bones of the 
hand if held over the escape pipe. 

With the constant draught on the gas strata 
for consumption in the thousands of houses 
and furnaces where the gas is used for fuel it 
is but natural that the pressure should de- 
cline, which it has done, but the Leader 
is in possession of the necessary data, notwith- 
sanding how closely the companies guard such 
matters, to say that the loss in pressure at 
the average well is yet not far from half 
what it was when first brought in. 

One of the most entertaining sights which 
any city in the country has to offer for a vis- 
itor’s admiration is a view of our rivers by 
night. Standing on Sixth street bridge, the 
picture spread out before the enraptured gaze 
is incomparably beautiful, like, and yet in 
many of its features unlike, descriptions of 
Venice by night. The coronial of street lamps 
which crown the hilltops at this distance, 
gleaming like so many twinkling stars; the 
electric lights of the many bridges that span 
the rushing water in the stream below; the 
small boats gently gliding hither and thither 
and yon; the reflection of the many lights on 
the water, and lastly the natural gas—the 
great escape pipes of the mills throwing up 
immense jets of flame wherewith to illumin- 
ate the whole with a ‘strange, wonderful 
radiance that yet has in it something wierd 
and totally indescribable, forms a scene at 
once magnificient and entrancingly beautiful. 
“When I look at this Ialways pity anyone who 
lives where there are no rivers,” said a resi- 
dent one night; “and even then when they 
have the rivers no other place has the gas and 
all the rest, so after all Pittsburgh stands un- 
approachable in a unique beauty all its own.” 
Having absorbed the lovliness of this view the 
stranger should next climb (via incline plane, 
of course) Mt. Washingtou’s dizzy heights, and 
take itin from another effective standpoint. 
It will repay the trouble. 

In the country for twenty miles or more ar- 
ound about the city,the part played by natural 
gasin bringing out artistic lights and shades 
might be likened to a magic lantern. It has 
transformed or rather made visible the land- 
scape. In rural districts, remote from street 
lamps, where formerly on moonless nights a 
blackness of nothingness reigned, the mass of 
trees and hills and dales which reason told was 
there, while undistinguishable and utterly 
blank, through the medium of jets which dot 
the shady lanes and more pretentious thor- 
oughfares now open out and unfold a thous- 
and beauties never dreamed of in the days, or 
more properly speaking nights, of darkness 
that have passed from us. Then at various 
points in the open country the great gas wells 
themselves, some of which are still allowed to 
escape, the mammouth tongues of flames leap= 
ing up a hundred feet makes the contrast with 
former times strangely beautiful. 

Some of the road companies were prompt in 
appreciating the benefits to arise from the 
lavish use of the gas burning from escapes 
along the way, and the result was many lonely 
places in the suburbs of the two cities were 
rendered alike safe, pleasant and picturesque 
for an evening dative. Such is the case out 
Southern avenue, leading out from the South 
Side wards of this city, and all at no expense 
to the road company, it having been a part of 
the. contract. by which the gas company 
secured right of way to lay the mains. 

With the work of absorption of plants now 
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complete but two companies are operating in 
this city to any extent and one in Allegheny 
City. These are the Philadelphia company and 
its small rival, the People’s company. In Al- 
legheny the Allegheny Heating Company now 
has all other opposition under control and dic- 
tates terms to their former patrons as the 
Philadelphia company does to those of the 
Chartiers company, control of which was as- 
sumed about a year ago. Thus with the $7,- 
500,000 capital of the Philadelphia, the $4,000,000 
of the Chartiers and that put in by the other 
concerns named, the total capital interested 
in the two cities will aggregate over $15,- 
000,000. Throughout the state it would seem 
safe to estimate the combined capital in the 
operation of plants and leases above $23,000,000 
—figures almost beyond the comprehension of 
the average reader.—Pittsburg Leader.

There has been a further improvement in 
the tone of the drug market but there have 
not been so many nor such important changes 
in value as those previously noted. The de- 
mand, taken as a whole, may be called active, 
though in many lines business 1s still only 
moderate. Since we last wrote the following 
changes have occurred:

Following our last, owing to reports of a 
higher market in Smyrna, the market for 
opium developed increased strength. Buyers 
showed more inclination to operate for a time, 
and further sales of about 100 cases were made, 
mostly in single cases, at $2 95@3 for “Boston” 
and up to $3 25 for natural opium: but later 
the demand subsided, and though there was a 
fair inquiry for single cases up to the close, no 
important business was done. To day holders 
were asking $3@3 10 for “Boston” and $3 25@ 
8 50 for natural in single cases, while the job- 
bing prices ranged from $3 10 to $3 50, accord- 
ng to quality and seller. 

Morphine has again been advanced, as a re- 
sult of the increased cost of opium. The lead- 
ing American manufacturers now quote $2 40 
in bulk, $2 45 in ounces, and $2 65@2 70, as to 
style of packing, in eighths, vials inclusive. 

Quinine. 

The situation in this market is more favor- 
able to buyers than it was at the date of our 
last. They show little disposition to profit by 
it, however, and though there has been con- 
siderable inquiry it has resulted in small sales 
only on out-of-town buyers’ account. The 
consuming trade, however, continues active, 
and stocks are being steadily absorbed, but the 
lack of important speculative trading appears 
to check any tendency to advance. The sales 
made during the week were at 34@36c, as to 








































brand and quantity for large bulk. 
A circular recently issued by a_ lo- 
cal agent of one of the German 


manufacturers, thus comments on the situa- 
tion: “Quinine, notwithstanding it having 
lost much of its aristocratic, or better said 
plutocratic character, still takes the first place 
in the alphabet of the druggist. Since spring 
the course of this article has been steady, and 
without any great fluctuations either up or 
down, and, if it could keep to this, everybody 
ought to be satisfied. It would, of course, not 
be possible to make fortunes, but in turn 
heavy losses would not be caused, in particular 
to the regular trade, which has little time and 
opportunity to closely watch the secret ways 
of the operators, and has generally been on 
the wrong side of such movements in the qui- 
nine market. The latest impulse was given by 
the stir caused in Europe through the report 
of fever in the unfortuate South, but with 
no justification, as the dreaded scourge there 
is unconquerable by quinine. A better reason 
for looking forward to a re-establishment, in 
the near future, of firmer feelings, would be 
the fact that shipments from Ceylon again 
show a decided falling off, which the imminent 
change of the Monsoon must increase. Dur- 
ing the first week of September there were 
shipped from Colombo round 55,000 lbs., against 
820,000 Ibs, in 1887."

The Cinchona Bark Industry. 


The result of a careful inquiry into all the 
nformation at our command in connection 
with the periodical review which we give asa 
preface to our handbook will be found tabu- 
lated below. There must, of course, be great 
uncertainty as to future exports from Java, 
and, indeed, from Ceylon; for noone can say 
how far a slight rise in the price of bark 
wouldtempt Ceylon planters to harvest in 
any one year, though of course, the exports 
in later years would suffer in a corresponding 
degree. The following, however, is our pres- 
ent forecast of the world’s requirements in 
quinine and of the eastern supply of cinchona 
bark in the coming four years:

Sasealia tines 
Hydrocarbons and Black Salt in 
Nature. 


The frequent association of salt and bitumen 
or petroleumin the same deposits has often 
struck me aslikely to lead to the development 
of some probable theory as to the formation 
of these hydrocarbons. Almost all specimens 
of rocksalt, when struck or rubbed, give off 
more or less the characteristic odor of bitu- 
men. Beds of rock salt are often colored 
brown by the bitumen they contain, and pe- 
troleum, on its emergence, is nearly airways 
associated with brine. Deposits of rock salt 
are,asarule, dry and anhydrous, though salt 
itself has a considerable attraction for moist- 
ure. But more than this, those salts of potas- 
sium and magnesium often occurring with it 
are still more greedy of water. 

I¢ the seemingly probable theory that all for- 

- mations of rock salt are due to the evaporation 
of sea water be correct, then these deliques- 
cent and hygrometric chlorides would almost 
always have been the last part deposited in 
every bed of rock salt; and though, owing to 
their great solubility, they may haye been de- 
nuded and washed or melted away perhaps 
long afterward, it is probable that they gener- 
ally formed the final layer at first. These 
would, by their affinity for water, both during 
their formation and subsequently, tend to 
withdraw that liquid from all surrounding 
substances. 

Now most organic matter may te looked up- 
onasahydrocarbon combined with the ele- 
ments of water. Withdraw the water, and 
the hydrocarbon remains, Metallic iron, if 
present, might modify the reaction. Is it not, 





deposits of hydrocarbons owe their origin to 
this absorption of water, acting through the 
lapse of ages on organic matter, often aided 
by heat and pressur2? If such be admitted, it 
would account for the frequent association of 
salt with hydrocarbons.—F’. Maxwell Lyte, F. 
C.8., in Chem, News, 


The Mineral Production of Great 
Britain, 


The British Blue Book has just been issued, 
giving the mining and mineral statistics of 
Great Britain for the year 1887. This report is 
much more voluminous than usual and con- 
tains a vast amount of valuable information. 
The total “spot” value of the minerals raised 
in 1887 was £55,526,164, or, say, $276,000,000, or a 
little more than half the spot value of the 
mineral and metal production of the United 
States in 1887. To make the comparison 
closely, however, the values of the metals 
should be taken and the values of their ores 
deducted from the aggregate figures. This 
would make the value of the British minerals 
and metals perhaps $00,000,000, as compared 
with $538,000,000, the value of the mineral pro- 
ducts of the United States,

Bulgaria—Its Rose Gardens and Otto 
of Rose. 


The little country, Bulgaria, of which the 
world has lately hedrd so much, is one of the 
prettiest countries in Europe. As it has been, 
until eleven years ago, under the tyrannical 
Turkish rule, its natural resources and vari- 
ous branches of industry have remained en- 
tirely undeveloped; but now that the greater 
part of Bulgaria is free and independent, the 
Bulgarians are doing wonders in the way of 
their political, national, social, and commer- 
cial growtb, and are rapidly developing their 
resources.

Among the various branches of industry, 
the cultivation of roses for the purpose of ex- 
tracting the precious aroma known as “Otto 
of Rose,” is not only the oldest and most at- 
tractive occupation, but also exclusively 
their-own. While roses are found all over the 
world and are grown everywhere in garden 
beds, in Bulgaria they are grown in 
extensive fields, as you grow here the 
potato or the’ grape. It is, however, 
only in one special district of Bulgaria, 
comprising the valley of Tundja and Stronma 
which have Kizanlik as their central town, 
called in consequence, the capital of the rose 
district, that the roses thrive and are culti- 
vated. This district extends along that por- 
tion of the southern slopes of the Balkan 
Mountains comprising in itself the whole 
branch range of “Karadja Dagh” or Middle 
Mountain, that shoots out of the Balkans 
from one of its main arms. Attempts have 
often been made to grow roses all over the 
country, but have proved a failure. It is true 
that roses have been grown in Persia, India 
and even China for this purpose—they are 
grown even to this day—but they can not pro- 
duce but rose water, which is almost exclu- 
sively used for local consumption, Southern 
France, what is known as Maratimes Alpes, in 
Cannes and Grasse, cultivate quite largely 
what is called the “Provence rose,” and they 
extract from it a peculiar otto of rose, but the 
quantity is very limited and they chietly use 
their roses for making rose water and pom- 
ades. Three years ago one of the Leipzig 
houses in Germany had sent one of its gard- 
eners to Kizanlik to study the industry; he 
carried with him some rose bushes on his re- 
turn, started the growth of roses iu Leipzig, 
and now they have about five acres of rose 
gardens and are able to distil from their roses 
about 100 to 150 ounces of otto, but both as in 
France, so in Germany, it requires more than 
double the quantity of rose flowers to make 
the same quantity of otto,asin Bulgaria. The 
French Provence Rose is a pigmy in compari- 
son to our rose bush. Our rose bush in Leip- 
zig hardly thrives; during my frequent visits_ 
to these places I have studied the prospects of 
the rose growth but in all other places they 
lack the peculiar advantages of climate that 
we possess. The hottest we ever get itin sum- 
mer is %)° F. and the coldest of winter is never 
below 18° to 20° F. above zero. Then during 
the harvest and distillation season, which is in 
the latter part of May and the first part of 
June, we have at home regular showers of rain 
and in the mornings heavy falls of dew, 
both absolutely necessary for the rose 
distillation. After the Russo-Turkish war 
in 1877-78, when an end was put to the oppress- 
ive, and despotic Turkish rule in Bulgaria 
the Turkish Government in Constantinople 
spent thousands upon thousands of dollars 
in trying to replant the Kizanlik rose in Asia- 
Minor and many scores of rose gardens were 
planted around Broussa, but with no success. 
The gardens grew, thrived and yielded plenty 
of blossom, but when distilled they got rose 
water but no otto of rose and the work in con- 
sequence could not pay. It is the peculiarity 
of the soil, and chiefly that of the atmosphere 
of this valley, caused by the peculiar forma- 
tion of the mountain ranges surrounding it, 
which make the rose thrive and yield sufficient 
otto to pay for the very laborious work. 

The roses that we grow are of the varieties 
known as Rosa Damascena and Rosa Moschatta 
of which the last affords the chief ingredient 
of the otto. The Damask and musk roses are 
grown nearly everywhere, but nowhere in the 
world have I seen our variety. It is a semi- 
double, light-red rose, having from 30 to 36 
petals and possessing extreme strong scent 
It existsin snow-white color also, but this 
variety yields less otto and of not so sweet 
scent. There are now in the whole district 
which extends about 100 miles in length and 30 
miles in width, having about 120 villages more 
or less engaged in the industry—thousands and 
thousands of acres of rose gardens, and in 
May, when the roses begin to blossom the 
whole atmosphere in the district is full of the 
aroma. 


The growing’ of the roses is much like the 
growth of the vine and the planting of a rose 
garden is similar to that of a vineyard. After 
the ground has been tilled, manured and pre- 
pared, ditches are made in rows, abouta foot 
deep and wide, and a yard and a half apart 
from each other. At the bottom of these 
ditches soft earth mixed up with manure is 
put, on which the roots, forming the bushes of 
the new rose garden and taken from the old 
bushes are stuck in vertically and then well 
covered up with earth and manure, which are 
carefully trodden down, This can be done 
either in spring or autumn, when the rain 
showers abound, The roses, thus planted, take 
soon root and in less than two months they 
will send up soft, glossy, green 
shoots which in a year will be about 
afoot high, In the second year they will be 
over two feet high and yield few rose flowers, 
The first crop worth gathering is in the third 
year, while in their fifth year the roses attain 
their full growth, when they reach a height of 
over six feet, the bushes forming thick rows 
of cluster rose trees, and continuing to yield 
rich crops of flowers for a period of 15 years 
and in some localities 20 years, after the lapse 

of which time they bevome old, begin to die

The rose gardens require good care. During 
the year the ground is earthed up three times. 
In autumn the roots are covered up with 
earth to guard them from the winter's cold‘ 
in spring that earthis thrown off and a little 
pruning done, and every other year the gar- 
den is manured, 

The roses blossom in the second half of May 
and as the weather is dry and hot, or cool and 
rainy during this season, the harvest may last 
from-to S0days. Last year it hardly lasted 
18 days, while this year it lasted on an average 
about 27 days. During the whole harvest the 
distillation process is carriel on. Morning 
after morning, hours before sunrise, groups 
of the young peasant maidens and boys, all

represent a more captivating scene than a rose 
garden in bioom, with its gaily attired peas- 
ant girls, gathering the roses, and its nightin-

As soon as the roses are gathered they are 
taken to the factory, spread in a cool and 
shady room, and gradually distilled during the 
day and the following night. The alembies 
used for this purpose are still of the most 
primitive and simple kind. They consist of a 
convex tinned copper boiler, narrowed at the 
top to a neck, on which is fixed a semi-spheri- 
cal head piece, with a tube on one side to 
which is joined the condensing tube, sloping 
down and passing through the condenser—a 
large vessel in which cold water is constantly 
running. The capacity of the boiler is about 
250 lbs, of water—In distilling the roses from 
20 to 25 lbs. of flowers are put in and about 5 or 
6 times that amount of water—thus filling 
nearly % of it. This done the head piece and 
the condensing tube are tightly fixed up, and 
the fire started and the boiling 
and distilling of the contents begun. This 
is carried on until they extract from 30 to 35 
Ibs, of rose water. The boilers are then 
emptied, cleansed with clear water and the 
same process is repeated until all the morning 
gathered tlowers are distilled. The rose water 
thus extracted is redistilled in the same way

of rose water, out of which they extract by 
this redistillation only 30 or 35 Ibs. of second 
rose water—which is very strong, turbid and 
full of little yellow-white oily globules float- 
ing in it, which as the bottle is tilled they rise 
up and gather on the top of the long neck- 
ed bottles in which it runs—and afterwards 
the otto isskimmed by little conic and funnel- 
like spoons with a little hole at the bottom, 
large enough to let the water run out, but not 
the otto, 

A rose garden,an acre large, under favorable 
circumstances, yields about 10,500 to 11,000 Ibs, 
of rose flowers out of which amount may be 
extracted from 60 to 75 ozs, of otto of rose 
thus taking from 150 to 180 Ibs. of roses to 
make one ounce of this most precious and 
sweet aroma. The total amount of otto of 
rose produced annually in the whole district 
varies from 60,000 to 85,000 ozs, last year the 
whole crop amounted to 80,000 ozs. while this 
year’s crop is not over 70,000 ozs, nothing can 
be known positively of acrop before it has 
been distilled. So many things may damage 
the crop—hail storms in autumn, excessive 
cold in winter—early and deceptive spring, 
white frosts during the budding season and 
hail storms during distillation—all this may 
greatly effect its produce, 

All the otto of rose is exported for con- 
sumption all over the world, chiefly to France, 
England, the United States and Germany. 
Austria, Russia, Italy, Spain, and the other 
little countries use but little. Canada, South 
America, India, and eyen China and Japan, 
are beginning to use it. The demand in these 
countries though slowly,is steadily increasing. 
I have traveled all over the world and vis- 
ited all the countries that use it more or less, 
and have been surprised and shocked by the 
numerous kinds of adulterated grades that 
are sold and used, Hardly any other article in 
the drug trade has been so meanly abused, and 
itis high time that druggists and perfumers 
should stop to encourage adulteration by 
going for low prices. Extra fine rose, fine 
rose, commercial rose, fir t quality, second 
grade, ete., ete.,, ought to be once for all 
struck from their lists. And there must be 
but one rose, and that the pure rose. Ifa 
consumer desires any special grade, he can 
make it himself, but let him not encourage 
and ask the manufacturer or exporter todo 
it. 

Some 25 or 80 years ago, the rose industry at 
home was perfectly ideal, No big farmers or 
small farmers adulterated it. They knew 
nothing about adulteration, and in their prim- 
itive simplicity and honesty it would have 
been against their nature to doso, The for- 
eigners who used to come from Constantino- 
ple and Adrianople to buy it, and in whose en- 
tire hands the whole exportation was, while 
buying it pure, soon began to adulterate it 
with the Turkish geranium oil or what is 
known as palma rosa, They found this way of 
adulterating the rose so profitable, that to be

The improvement in the condition of the 
market for heavy chemicals continues. In 
general, however, the demand is unsatisfac- 
tory, only one or two articles showing special 
activity. ‘Buyers have been holding off in the 
belief that the firmness of the market was only 
a temporary condition to be replaced ulti- 
mately by the old method of allowing them to 
buy at their own price. In this it would ap- 
pear that they are doomed to disappointment, 
as the recent improvement is based upon condi- 
tions outside of the contro) of the local dealers, 
and the subsequent advance in prices is appar- 
ently based upon a solid foundation, From 
Liverpool all recent advices have been dis- 
couraging to expectations of a reaction in the 
market. Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co. write us 
on the 22d inst.:; "Not to be out of the fashion, 
the chlorate of potash makers held a meeting 
here yesterday, and it was unanimously agreed 
to form a combination, The result is an ex- 
cited market for this article. In the early 
part of the week business was done for prompt 
at 514d, and for October and December at 5}4d, 
and 6d for all 1889. Since then 54d has been 
paid for prompt delivery, while to-day makers 
decline to shade 6d for early delivery or for 
the balance of this year, and 644d is now the 
quotation for all 1889. There being compara- 
tively few makers of chlorate,and these hav- 
ing agreed to the combination, there is no 
reason why they should not be able to main- 
tain prices, and higher figures are looked for. 
Soda ash is tending upwards, and sales of 58% 
carb. are reported for America, October de- 
livery, at ld, while in some cases 1 1-32d is now 
asked for 48%. We quote spot prices: Caustic 
ash 48%, 31-32d@1 1-82; high test, 31-32d@1d; 
carb. ash 48%, 31-382d@1 1-32d: high test, 31-32d 
@ld. Soda crystals fail to respond 
to the general improvement, and £2 8s 9d 
@2 10s are still the nominal values. 
Caustic soda in a strong position, and prices 
have still further advanced. Sales have been 
made of 60% at £6 2s 6d@6 6s, and £L70% at £7 5s, 
up to £7 7s 6d for special brands, Some makers 
hold for 2s 6d@5s st on the higher figures, 
We quote: 74% £7 15s@38, 77% £8 10s@8 15s. For 
all 1889 values range as follows! 60% £6@6 5s, 
70s £7@7 5s. A number of makers, however, 
decline to quote for 1889, preferring to look on 
until they know their position with regard to 
their raw materials. Bleaching powder keeps 
very scarce at £7 lis 6d@£8. A sale is reported 
for all 1889 at £7 12s 6d. Bicarbonate soda quiet 
at £4 10s@4 15s per ton.” 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash, 48%, of the various 
Liverpool brands is firm and unchanged. 
There is considerable inquiry but little actual 
business, as buyers’ ideas are not yet educated 
up to the views of holders. There bas been no 
advance in prices since last writing, but the 
tendency is upward. We quote 1 25@1 27%e 
for lots to arrive, according to brand and 
quantity, and 1 3244@1 374¢c for spot stock, of 
which there is very little obtainable at present. 

Newcastle soda ash, 48%, occupies the same 
position as at the date of our last. Stock to 
arrive is procurable at 1 25@1 27}¢c as to quan- 
tity, but these prices are above buyers’ views 
and we hear of no business of importance. 
There is a limited quantity on the spot in 
store, from which small sales are making at 
1324@1 374, as to quantity. 

Caustic soda ash 48%, while firm, shows no 
particular improvement. There is very little 
ca)] for the article at present, and the quota- 
tions of 125@1 264c for stock to arrive, are 
more or less nominal. A few jobbing sales 
from store are reported at 1 3244@1 35c, but the 
quantity on offer is extremely small. 

Caustic soda has been very active and the 
market is still excited. Prices have again ad- 
vanced and are still tending upward, in conse- 
quence of the strong reports from Liverpool. 
In Boston, where quotations have been all 
along below the parity of this market, the 
activity has been most marked, and 
most of the recent business reported was done 
there. Since we last wrote there have been 
reported sales of 2,600 drums 70 and 74% on the 
spot and to arrive near by (here and in Bos- 
ton) at prices ranging from 2 25c to 2 40c. The 
New York market closed at 2 3744@2 40c for 70 
@74% while the Boston quotations were 3 35@ 
8 37}éc. In 60% there has been little doing, that 
grade not being a favorite with the majority 
of consumers. Consequently prices show 
very little improvement though they may be 
called firm at 2 4744@2 50c in large lots and 2 75 
@2 87}4c in a jobbing way on the spot. 

Sal soda has been comparatively 
buyers have about supplied their wants from 
recent arrivals. <A firm feeling prevails, how- 
ever, and we continue to quote 95@974¢c for 
spot stock and #0@%5e for lots to arrive, ac- 
eording to seller and quantity. 

Bleaching powder continues to show im- 
provement in sympathy with foreign advices. 
An active demand is reported and a large bus- 
iness for spot and future delivery has been 
done, but the particulars are not made public. 

As usual) Boston having the advantage of

cheaper freights has done most of the busi- 
ness, but afair share of it has fallen to the 
New York dealers, who have advanced their 
quotations to 2@2\%c spot or to arrive, accord- 
ing to quantity. In Boston the closing quota- 
tions were 192144@197%4c and the offerings 
were somewhat restricted.

Acetic acid has not changed in any particu- 
lar, and the trading has been only moderate at 
24@2\Me, accordlng to quality and quantity.

Notes on Chemical Subjects. 


The papers submitted to the British Pharm- 
aceutical Conference and the _ discussion 
thereon, has induced Mr, George A. Grierson 
to look up some notes made in his laboratory 
book, and submit the comparisons and conclu- 
sions to the Chemist & Druggist as follows: 

Tasteless Cascara.—When the magnesia pro- 
cess was first brought forward, a sample of 
liquid extract was made by it. In appearance 
it was elegant, in aroma tempting, in taste 
wanting, and so was it in cathartic action, 
Half an ounce each was given to several indi- 
viduals on whom % a drachm of the bitter 
preparation had a distinct action, and in each 
case the result was the same- no catharsis. It 
had, however, a distinct tonic effect, in that it 
produced an increased appetite, shown bya 
longing for meal times, in my own case most 
marked. Assuming that these results are cor- 
rect—and the weight of evidence is in their 
favor—the inference is obvious: there must be 
present in the bark at least two principles—a 
tonic and a cathartic. 

Therapeutists agree in ascribing to cascara 
these properties. That magnesia either com- 
ibines with or decomposes the bitter and pur- 
gative principle (there is at present no evi 
dence to show whether these are distinct orf 
synonymous) must be admitted. If from its 
alkaline nature it cembines with it, the acid 
of the stomach should liberate it, and the ul- 
timate action should therefore be the same, 
provided only the compound can be introduc- 
‘ed into the stomach. It has been shown that 
the compound is not in the fluid; is it insolu- 
ble and left in the marc? In order to settle 
this question, 2 drams of ext. carcar liq. 
(bitter) were boiled with magnesia until taste- 
less, the product filtered, the filtrate and the 
insoluble matter each divided into two, and 
swallowed by two individuals, both suscepti- 
ble to cascara. Result—nil. 

It is evident, then, that the cathartic princi- 
ple is decomposed. To further test this some 
bitter liquor was boiled with a soluble alkali 
(potash) until free from bitterness—the prop- 
erty of destroying the bitter is not pecnliar to 
magnesia—and its purgative action was also 
found to be nil; if, however, a trace of bitter 
were left, a slight purgative action was ap- 
parent. Some experiments were then insti- 
tuted with otber bitters, and it was found 
that boiling with potash destroyed the bitters 
<f beth gentian and orange. It is illogical to 
speak of a modification of a process which 
must be based on a definite chemical action 
(the nature of which is at present unknown) 
producing a result directly opposed to the 
original. 

Exhaustion of Ipecacuanha.—On a priori 
grounds only it must be apparent that 1 oz, of 
a dense substance like ipecac can be exhausted 
equally well by maceration as by percolation. 
It was thought advisable, however, to put it 
to the test of experiment. 1. Five grams 
of the root in coarse powder were macerated 
with 2 c.c. acid acetic and 98 cc. cherry for 
fourteen days, thrown on a filter, and washed 
with wine to 100 cc. 2. Five grams of the 
whole root were macerated for the same time 

» and in the same way with the exception of the 
washing. Twenty cc. of each were removed 
by a pipette (in the latter case this was ef- 
fected direct frum the maceration bottle), and 


tested with Mayer's reagent( 3). Each re- 


quired 3°6 cc. for complete precipitation of 
alkaloid. This proves that percolation and 
bruising are both unnecessary. A third sam- 
ple was made omitting the acetic acid, and the 
amount of alkaloid shown was the same. 
Further, the sample made from bruised root 
deposited more abundantly than that made 
from whole. I refrain from comment on the 
last two results as they have led to a re-exam- 
ination of the whole subject, which I hope to 
include in a separate paper as soon as the ex- 
periments are completed. 

Syr. Ferri Phosph.—That the coloration of 
this syrup is not entirely due to charring of 
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the sugar is shown by the fact that a liquor 
beeomes brown if exposed to oxidation. That 
it is partly due to charring is evident from the 
fact that very old syrups have a distinct odor 
of caramel. If aliquor and a syrup made from 
it be both kept with moderate care, the syrup 
becomes brown more quickly than the liquor. 
There must then be some connection between 
the coloration and the presence of sugar. 
Caramel may be formed from sugar by the re- 
moval of two molecules of water. So loosely 
is this water held in combination that its re- 
moval may be accomplished by heat. Is it not 
probable that this water of combination which 
is held so loosely is removed by the sensitive 
ferrous phosphate, and its oxygen used in 
raising it to the ferric state? That peroxida- 
tion and coloration are directly related has 
been shown by Mr. Wright, and syrups which 
are coloring have an odor resembling that 
which accompanies the evolution of hydrogen. 
I have noticed this particularly in syrups made 
direct from iron wire; these become colored 
very much sooner than syrups made from 
precipitated ferrous phosphate. Syr. ferri. 
phosph. co. also, when made from iron wire, 
aeposits continually, and for this reason the 
Conference formula is objectionable. The 
only reason that I can assign is that there are 
more phosphates of iron than we know of, and 
that the one produced by dissolving Fe in 
phosphoric acid is different in composition to 
that made by precipitation, and is more sensi- 
tive to oxidizing influences. 

Syr. Hypophosph. Co.—When experimenting 
on the best method of preparing this the qui- 
nine was introduced as sulphate. It was 
found, however, that the syrup thus made de- 
veloped onstanding a disagreeable odor of 
phosphoretted hydrogen. Thinking that this 
might be due to the presence of sulphate, the 
method was adopted of precipitating the qui- 
nine as alkaloid and washing till free from 
sulphate. A syrup carefully prepared in this 
way remained odorless. The addition of sul- 
phuric acid to the liq. ferri hypophosph. is, 
therefore, highly objectionable. In using this 
method it may be interesting to note the 
amount of lossin washing the quinine owing 
to its solubility. This had been determined 
previously in the course of some experiments 
onthe manufacture of Easton’s syrup. A 
quantity of quinine sulphate calculated to 
yield 1,141 grains quinine was taken, dissolved 
in half a gallon of water with the aid of 
H,SO,, and precipitated with ammonia, which 
was used in excess. The precipitate was 
washed fractionally with one and a half gal- 
lons of water, that is, the water was added in 
small quantities at a time and allowed to 
drain before adding the next portion. In this 
way washing can !'e effected with less water. 
The quinine was then converted into syrup, 
and an analysis made of half an ounce. The 
quinine lost amounted to 12 per cent. 

Citrate of Iron and Quinine.—Out of four 
samples of this recently obtained from lead- 
ing London houses in the ordinary course of 
business only two came up to the pharmaco- 
poeial standard, These contained respectively 
15°3 and a little over 16 per cent quinine. The 
other two contained under 14 per cent. In 
these cases the sellers when appealed to abso- 
lutely refused to admit that their prepara- 
tions were wrong, and only succumbed ina 
most ungraceful manner when their sealed 
samples were reported against by two ana- 
lysts of the first water. Citrate of iron and 
quinine is a favorite with public analysts, and 
if on this ground only the reprehensible prac- 
tice of standing by preparations which they 
choose to call their own, indulged in by some 
wholesale houses towards their provincial cus- 
tomers, cannot be too highly condemned. It 
is in any case unscientific, but in this, danger- 
ous to the interests of the retail trade at large.

Microscopy 
Pharmacopeia. 
BY PROF. H. M. WHELPLEY, PH. G. 


The reading of this paper was accompanied 
by the exhibition of microscopes and mounted 
specimens to illustrate the work accomplished. 

The sixth decennial revision of the United 
States Pharmacopeeia does not have much to 
say about the microscope, although the instru- 
ment is recognized more than it was in the

ciples adopted at the national convention for 
the guidance of th. revision committee, we

- “Description of Crude Drugs.—To all crude 
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drugs of animal or vegetable origin concise , 
but complete, descriptions are to be added, 
sufficient to indicate the physical characteris- 
tics visible to the naked eye, and, when neces- 
sary, such as are visible under an ordinary 
good pocket lense, magnifying about ten dia- 
meters. When external and visible properties 
are insufficient to characterize the substance 
properly (asin the case of gums, resins, bal- 
sams, &c.), it shall be further defined by the 


physical and chemical properties.” 


The following is a list of drugs of which the 
committee saw fit to mention the microscopic 
structure: Aconitum, anisum, apocvuum, arn- 
ica radix, asclepias, aspidium, azedarach, bry- 
onia, buchu, calamus, carum, cimicifuga, cin-

As these crystals are 
of aloin, the drugs that do not show them 
must be of an inferior quality. 

Some specimens of Cape and Barbadoes aloes 
showdd much larger crystals, some of them 
being about 500 micromillimeters (1-50th of an 
inch) long. The crystals are all prismatic and

Amylum.—“Under the microscope appear- 
ing as granules, mostly very minute, more or 


Unguentum Hydrargyri.—“Continue the 
trituration until globules of mercury cease to 
be visible under a magnifying power of ten 
diameters.” This test is too severe for the 
commercial mercurial ointment. I find that 
the large globules average about sixty-three 
micromillimeters (1-400th of an inch) in diame- 
ter, and are readily seen by aid of the power 
designated.

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Sarsaparilla Root in Guatemala.

The orcin test appeared very well 


Orcin is the chromogen of various kinds of 
rocellaand variolaria, from which it is ob- 
tained in colorless crystals by boiling with 
milk of lime, extracting the evaporated fil- 
trate with alcohol and crystallizing. This 
orcin is readily soluble in water and is easily 
changed by hydrochloric acid. On evapora- 
tion on the water bath, the residue is colored 
fine red and dissolves in alcohol with a rose 
color. The addition of afew drops of ammo- 
nium hydroxide colors the solution a very fine 































































less lenticular in form and indistinctly, con- 
centrically striated.” I was unable to procure 
the official wheat starch in the market. The 
wholesale trade handle only corn starch, The 
granules of corn starch are always isolated: 
and average about 7-10,000th of an inch (20 to 30 
micromillimeters) indiameter. They are quite 
uniform in size and polyhedral in shape, with 
rounded corners. The hilum is well developed 
and appears as a star shaped or round depres- 
sion in the center of the grain. The rings aie 
faintly seen. Wheat starch grains are much 
larger, twelve to fifty micromillimeters (18- 
10,000th inch) than corn starch, but very irreg- 
ular in size and appearance. 

To examine starch, mix a small quantity 
with glycerin and use a two-third, one-half or 
quarier-inch objective. lf a polariscope is at 
hand, mount in balsam and examine with or 
without selenite. 

The mounts ineither glycerin or balsam are 
permanent, but the latter medium renders the 
grains too transparent for examination with- 
out the polariscope. 

Anisum.—"Consisting of two pericarps, each 
with about fifteen oil tubes, which can be seen 
in transverse sections by the microscope.” A 


In addition to the above list of drugs the 
following preparations came under the same 
rules for descriptions: hydrargyrum cum cre- 
ta, massa hydrargyri. In this case the micro- 
scope isemployed negatively to prove the ab- 
sence in place of presence of certain charac- 
teristics. A microscope whose magnifying 
power is limited to ten diameters will answer 
most all purposes with the above drugs and 
preparations, but a higher power must be em- 
ployed for the following: Aloes, amylum,gos- 
syplum, kamala, lupulinum and lycopodium. 

Every druggist should provide himself or 
herself with a microscope, or magnifying 
glass, as they are commonly called. One that 
magnifies ten diameters can be purchased at 
prices varying from twenty-five cents to two 
dollars and fifty cents, according to the quali- 
ty and style. Anordinary “pocket magnify- 
ing glass” is very serviceable. 

In order to examine the structure of a root, 
tuber, rhizome, stem, wood or bark, the drug 
should be cut at right angles tothe axis. I 
find a scroll saw very convenient for such 
work, but any small saw or sharp knife 
will answer the purpose. The freshly cut sur- 
face of one of the pieces should be rubbed on 
sandpaper, or a flat file to make it smooth. 

























































































































violet. Small quantities of organic sub- 
stances cause a considerable change in this 
color reaction, making orcin an important re- 
agent for such bodies, particularly for the 
carbohydrates. 

Constant colorations are also obtained when 
a dilute solution of any carbohydrate is boiled 
with an equal volume of hydrochloric acid and 
about 1 per 1,000 of orcin, and then addiag 
alcohol and ammonium hydroxide. But this 
reaction is not obtained with such regularity 
as when the solution is evaporated. 


I prepare a solution of 1 gm. orcin in 100 cc. 
pure hydrochloric acid, and place about 0°5 cce., 
i.e., about 8 to 10 drops into a porcelain dish, 
and add as much of the sample under exam- 
ination in solution, and evaporate on the wa- 
ter bath. As soon as this small quantity of 
liquid becomes heated the color reaction be- 
gins, the evaporated layer about the rim 
beginning to color; after the test is dry alco- 
hol is added,

The exports of this article during the past 
year were 51,311 pounds. This product was in 
such demand at one time, and commanded 
such good prices, that the natives gave up 
almost every other kind of employment and 
devoted themselves entirely to its production.

Make it a rule to select good samples of 
drugs for examination, and become familiar 


with their structure. 


The Companion to the United States Pharm- 
acopeeia and Maisch’s Organic Materia Medica 
are both valuable works for reference in the 


study of the structure of drugs. 

I have been unable to take up each drug in 
its alphabetical order and review the examina- 
tion, but will give you the result of what 
work I have done, and ask permission to con- 
tinue the paper for our next meeting. 

In the following notes that portion of the 
Pharmacopeeia’s description that relates to 
microscopic characteristics is given in quota- 
tions: 

Aconitum. —“*Whitish internally, with a 
rather thick bark, enclosing a star-shaped 
pith, about seven rayed.” In order to make 
out this structure, cut a root transversely 
about midway of itslength. Macerate in water 
for six to twelve hours, and then in 
glycerin for twenty-four hours. Cover 
the section with a thin cover. glass, 
and allow the glass to stick to the drug by ad- 
hesion. The structure can be made out with 
a power of ten diameters, even by aid of lamp- 

light. 

Aloe.—“Mixed with alcohol and examined 
under the microscope it exhibits numesgous

eighty-four micromillimeters (1-300th inch) in 
diameter. They show fairly well when 
mounted in glycerine, but should be treated 
with a solution of potassa in order to show the 
structure described. The stellate hairs have 
no resemblance to the stellate hairs found on 
the leaves of verbascum, 

Lupulinum.—"“Minute granules which, as 
seen under the microscope, are globular, or 
sub-globular, or rather hood-shaped, and re- 
ticulate.” I find these granules to average 189 
micromillimeters (3-400th of an inch) in diame- 
ter. It requiresa power of forty to fifty di- 
ameters to make out the above structure, al- 
though the granules can be seen undera much 
lower power. An alcoholic solution of potassa 
will clean them nicely, and glycerine is a suit- 
able medium for examination. I find that 
some of the older works give very vague de- 
scriptions of these granules. 

Lycopodium.—"*Under the microscope, the 
granules are seen to be four-sided, reticulated, 
with short projections on the edges.” There 
is but little use of examining these granules 
dry. They can be mixed with glycerine and 
examined with powers from 125 to 200 diame- 
ters, The granules average about twenty- 
eight micromillimeters (1-900th inch) in diam- 
eter. 

Massa Hydrargyri.—‘Continue the tritura- 
tion until globules of mercury cease to be 
visible under a lens magnifying ten diame-

so partially soluble in hot alcohol, I washed 
the final residue of insoluble compounds with 
alcohol, and therefore could not speak of so- 
lution of the cod liver oil in alcohol, but only 
of washing. 

Of the fats, triolein and tripalmitin are spar- 
ingly soluble in alcohol, palmitic and stearic 
are only soluble in hot alcohol and all are in- 
soluble in ether. The residue which remains 
after repeatedly shaking out with alcohol is 
mixed with water and filtered, 100 parts of 
cod liver oil give such asmall yield of this 
water-soluble body, that for the present I can 
only give the general reactions of the aqueous 
solution. This has a faintly acid reaction, 
turns the flame of polarization to the left, 
gives little turbidity with basic acetate of lead 
and tannic acid, and remains unchanged with 
potassium ferricyanide. The dilute solution 
does not react with ferric chloride; the con- 
centrated solution gives with ferric chloride a 
dark yellow liquid, which turns blood red on 
boiling, and changes to yellow again on cool- 
ing. The solution is not changed by boiling, 
by concentrated nitric acid, ammonium hy- 
droxide, or potassium hy-droxide, but 
it reduces an alkaline copper s80- 
lution, When the solution is mixed with 
ercin and hydrochloric acid in a porcelain 
dish, and evaporated to dryness on a water 
bath, there remains a brown residue having a 
metallic luster. The dark brown residue is 
soluble in alcohol, and is changed to grayish 


The residue from codliver oil therefore 
shows most similarity with pancreatin, and 
albumen dissolved in the pancreatic juice. 
This suggested a search for this body in fresh 
pancreatic juice. 

The fresh aqueous juice pressed from the 
pancreas was precipitated with alcohol, 
washed with alcohol, dissolved in 
water, again precipitated, washed 
and re-dissolved in water. This solu- 
tion was also laevogyrate and reduced Feh- 
ling’s solution. By evaporation over concen- 
trated sulphuric acid a non-crystalline residue 
is obtained. 

It appears probable,that the two bodies from 
codliver oil and pancreatic juice are identical 
and are alb uminoids. The assumption becomes 
almost a certainty, when the action of these 
bodies on fatty oils is compared. A few cc. of 
the solution mixed with any fatty oil, cause 
the oil to emulsify with one-half its volume of 
water, so that it will not separate clear for 
several hours. 

I have found the new body in all samples of 
codliver oil, Whatever their origin, which I ex- 
amined, in the white steam oil as well as in the 
brown. In fresh oil it is probably present in 
greater, because the codliver oil always sepa- 
rates large quantities of mucilage on stand- 
ing. Thus farI have had no opportunity to 
examine an entirely fresh oil, and can theres 
fore give no opinion.—Pharm, Centrathalle,

The general market for dyes and dyestuffs 
shows rather an improvement over last week, 
and several articles in the list have met with 
considerable inquiry and are quoted with some 
firmness, while others continue rather quiet 
and featureless. No special changes in quota- 
tions can be noted. 

Albumen—Domestic and foreign blood have 
met with fair inquiry,though no special move- 
ment can be reported. Stocks continue in 
only moderate supply; the former is quoted at 
15@15gc and the latter at 17@20c. Egg is ex- 
ceedingly firm and is quoted higher, being 
now held at 65@70c with the demand reported 
fair and stocks only obtainable in limited 
quantities. 

Aniline colors continue in fair request but 
no activity is apparent. It is said that the cot- 
ton mills are working to their fullest capacity 
while with the woolen, just the opposite is the 
case. Prices are steady and are held at previ- 
ous figures, the range varying according to 
quality and maker. 

Alizarine is inquired for to a moderate ex- 
tent, but is without feature, the business be- 
ing of a jobbing nature and exciting no spe- 
cial interest. Quotations continue at 18@ 
2Wlgc, according to quality and quantity, with 
the market steady at these figures. 

Bichromate of potash has sold in the usual 
manner to a fair extent, but the market is en- 
tirely void of special items, while prices are 
ruling at previous rates, viz., 1044c for 5 cask 
lots or over, with a higher figure named on 
smaller lots. Bichromate of soda is still in 
moderate demand, and is unaltered at 84c for 
5 cask lots or over. 

Cochineal has not sold to any extent, the 
market ruling rather quiet. Our former quo- 
tations continue to rule, at 30c for Teneriffe 
silver, 29@30c for black, and 383c for gray 
black. 

Cutch—The cutch market has been seem- 
ingly lifeless. No features of interest are ap- 
parent,and no trading of any moment has 
been indulged in. It is said that between now 
and next December, some 15,000 bales are 
billed to arrive at this port, but it 
is thought that the major part of these 
supplies have been placed, or will be 
placed before arrival, and dealers can not, as 
yet,tell what effect the circumstance will have 
upon the market. The market is quoted 
steady at figures in the neighborhood of 6c for 
spot supplies of Diamond SM. 

Divi Divi—The market has been without 
features with a sufficient supply on hand to 
fill the requirements of buyers, and more on 
the way. It is asserted that consumers are 
making more inquiries for stocks, and busi- 
ness is looked for before a great while. Quo- 
tations are $45 for Maracaibo, while sales of 
say 250 bags Curacoa have been made at an ad- 
vance over these figures. 

Dyewoods—The market for stickwood has 
not changed materially since our last writing. 
There has been an arrival of Port de Paix, the 
bulk of which has been sold, probably 2,000 
tons altogether being taken at about $32 50. 
All the Gonaives wood in port has also been 
disposed of at the same figures, There have 
been bids made for other wood now 
on the dock, but holders’ prices are 
above buyers’ views and as a consequence no 
transactions ha\e taken place. For cargoes to 
arrive, there is no disposition on the part of 
importers to accept less than $35 and as other 
products of the country are now being mar- 
keted, less attention ‘s being paid to accumu- 








lating logwood,and it is reported that they re- 
quire $35 to see themselves whole and they do 
not seem anxious to make contracts even at 
these figures, Extracts are in about the same 
position a8 reported last week. The nominal 
quotations are identical with those contained 
in our previous issue, but it is said that all 
dealers are shading prices in order to consum- 
mate sales. A slight increase in the demand 
can be noted. 51° extract is quoted at 64@6%c 
with 42° at 54@5lée. Imported and the highest 
grade domestic 51° continues to rule at 10c. 
fustic at 74@9%e for 51° according to quality, 
Solid logwood is held at 104@liKe. Sumac is 
quotable at 344@334c for domestic liquid 51° 
for imported the prices are very much unset- 
tled and in buyers’ favor. Hypernic at 124@lic 
for 51° and 20@24c for solid. 

Gambier has been much better in tone,owing 
to the fact, it is said, that stocks on spot have 
been concentrated and are now in the hands 
of firm holders and the same would apply to 
parcels to arrive within the next sixty days. 
There is quite a demand in London and some 150 
tons have been shipped from here to that port, 
and a considerable quantity that was to have 
been shipped to this port have been bought 
back. Sales of say 1,000 bales ex vessel in port 
are reported at prices within the range of 534 
@55gc. To arrive there has been very little in- 
uiry and no offerings, with values quoted nom- 
inally at about the same figures. Shipments 
are quoted at 5i4c. 

Indigo—The market is without special feat- 
ure, and sales have been in a jobbing way. 
Nothing new has been heard in reference to 
the new crop, it being a little early for any 
definite information. Sales of 50 cases high 
grade Bengals are reported at prices within 
the range of $1@1 15. Gutamalas continues to 
rule at 70@85c, while Bengals are held at 70@ 
85c for low grades, $1 10@1 20 for medium, and 
$1 25@1 40 for the best kinds. Madras is selling 
moderately and quoted at 35@55c. 

Nutgalls—Both China and Aleppo galls are 
exceedingly firmin tone. The former continue 
scarce on spot andare quoted higk. The de- 
mand has not been specially active owing to 
the fact that buyers have supplied their wants 
from parcels on the way and nearby. Every- 
thing to arrive has been disposed of, except 
100 cases away off, which have not 
as yet been offered. Of the latter 
50 cases have been sold for consumption. The 
market is rather bare of supplies, and, it is 
said, that the last lot in Liverpool was bought 
up during the past week. Aleppos are quoted 
at 15@15i¢c and Chinas at 16@164ec. A circular 
dated London, September 22, gives the price 
in that city as 62s 6d per cwt for blue Aleppos 
and 65s for Chinas, 

Prussiate of potash has sold to a fair degree, 
but is without feature. Yellow continues to 
rule at 19¢ and red at 45c. 

Sumac.—The market (or Sicily has rather a 
firmer appearance at the moment owing, it is 
said, to light shipments and the scarcity of 
stocks on spot. No activity, however, can be 
noted, trading being rather quiet. Supplies 
are now Obtainable at $60@70. Svles in a job- 
bing way are reported within the range. Vir- 
ginia is unchanged,with jobbing sales reported 
at $37. 

Tin crystals continue firm in tone with the 
demand of fair proportions, and quotations 
still ruling at 1744@20c,

Bitumen from Sludge Acid, 


W.P. Thompson, in the Journal of the Soc. 
Chem. Industry, gives some account of Rave’s 
process for obtainirg valuable products from 
this waste material. The tarry acid is kneaded
